For  16  years  JJC  has  benefitted 
from  TRIO  programs,  including  the 
current  program,  Project  Achieve 
On  Feb.  28,  National  TRIO  Day  will 
be  celebrated  for  its  support  of 
disadvantaged  youth. 

TRIO  programs  have  helped  low 
income  students  achieve  academic 
success  through  academic  and 
financial  support  for  34  years. 

"In  many  communities 
throughout  America,  the  TRIO 
programs  are  the  only  programs  that 
help  low-income  Americans  toenter 
college,  graduate  and  move  on  to 
participate  more  fully  in  America’s 
economic  and  social  life,"  said  Dr 
Arnold  Mitchem,  president  of  the 
Council  for  Equal  Opportunity  in 
Education. 

Some  TRIO  programs  include 
Talent  Search,  Upward  Bound. 
Upward  Bound  Math/Scicncc. 
Vctrans  Upward  Bound.  Student 
Support  Service,  The  Ronald  E 
McNair  Post-Baccalaureate  Program 
and  the  Educational  Opportunity 
Centers. 

Currently,  Project  Achieve  is 
allocated  to  support  200 JJC  students 
academically,  financially  and  in 
transferring  to  four-year  institutions. 
Every  year  students  arc  given  the 
opportunity  to  visit  four-year 
institutions  and  one  out-of-state 
university. 

Jewell  Dennis,  project  director, 
stresses  the  importance  of  emotional 
support  as  well  financial  and 


academic  support.  A former  TRIO 
student  herself,  Dennis  has  had 
personal  experience  with  the 
successes  of  TRIO  programs.

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Hunt  for  chief  ends,  search  for  president  begins

Aflcr  a unanimous  vole  by  (he 
JJC  Board  of  Trustees,  (he  long, 
strenuous  search  for  a new  police 
chief  is  now  over.  However,  the 
college  must  now  shift  gears,  as  its 
journey  drifts  towards  a pursuit  for  a 
new  president. 

Following  a thorough 
interviewing,  background  and 
screening  process,  the  board 
appointed  Steven  L.  Bennett  of 
Lincoln  University,  in  Pennsylvania, 
as  Director  of  Campus  Safety  and 
Security  and  Chief  of  Campus  Police 
on  Jan.  20.  ending  a nearly  one-year 

Bennett  enters  JJC  with  a 35-year 
law  enforcement  background,  which 
includes  a 25-ycar  slay  with  the 
Philadelphia  Police  Department 
where  he  earned  the  rank  of  sergeant. 
Also,  he  was  captain  for  the 
Philadelphia  Housing  Authority 
Police  Department  for  six  years, 
campus  police  chief  in  1995-97  at 
Lincoln  University,  and  director  of 
public  safety  and  security  for  one 


year  at  Montgomery  Community 
College.  Recently,  Bennett  has  been 
president  and  CEO  of  his  own 
security  firm. 

“He  has  an  extensive  background 
in  college  and  university  law 
enforcement,"  said  Dr.  Alan  G. 
Hardcrsen,  vice  president  of  Student 
Services.  “He  comes  to  us  with  an 
extensive  educational  background  as 

His  education  credentials  display 
a Bachelor's  degree  in  Social  Work 
Administration  and  Psychology  at 
Chcyncy  State  College,  Pa,  along 
with  a Master’s  degree  in  Human 
Services  at  Lincoln  University,  Pa. 

"His  characteristics  show  he’s  a 
people  person,”  said  Hardcrsen.  "He 
seems  very  oriented  towards  campus 

Bennett  replaces  former  chief 
Gerald  Zcborowski,  whose  contract 
was  not  renewed  last  spring. 
Currently,  Zeborowski  has  a lawsuit 
pending  against  the  JJC  Board  of 
Trustees  that  claims  he  was  dismissed 
unfairly.  According  to  the  Herald 


News,  Zeborowski  is  suing  for  S 10 
million,  claiming,  "he  was  dismissed 
because  he  was  the  target  of  a 
personal  vendetta.”

At  one  point  in  time,  the  position 
appeared  to  be  filled  by  William 
Reed,  a well-respected  officer  from 
out-of-state.  However,  he 
unexpectedly  withdrew  due  to  a 
desire  to  stay  in  the  St.  Louis  area 
where  he  has  lived. 

"Reed  is  a long-standing 
professional  with  experience  in  a 
community  college  environment," 
Hardersen  said  at  the  time. "We  were 
sorry  to  see  him  go."

With  the  appointment  of  Bennett, 
the  quest  forapoiicechicfconcludcs 
aftcra  10-memberscarchcommiltcc, 
led  by  Chairman  Dennis  Wright, 
scanned  32  letters,  applications  and 
resumes  for  the  position. 

Throughout  the  process 
advertisements  were  placed  in  the 
Joliet  Herald,  Morris  Herald, 
Chronicle  of  High  Education.  Police 
Chief  Magazine,  and  International 
Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police.  Five 
candidates  were  chosen  from  the 
field,  but  two  withdrew. 

Then,  two  of  the  remaining  three 
choices  were  brought  for  a tour  of  all 
three  campuses  and  completed  final 
interviews. 

“It  was  a very  involved  search 
process,"  said  Hardersen.  "We've 
been  without  a chief  since  Feb.  10, 
1 998,  and  the  process  began,  initially, 
last  summer.” 

Bennett  will  start  on  Monday. 
March  I. 

Meanwhile,  as  onechallcngc  ends 
a new  one  begins,  with  the  college 
now  turning  it's  focus  toward  the 


hunt  for  a new  president. 

Accepting  a job  as  president  of 
Brevard  Community  College  in 
Florida,  former  JJC  President 
Thomas  Gamble  offered  his 
resignation  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
on  Dec.  1 . 1998,  which  has  led  to  the 
current  vacancy. 

The  position  has  been  filled  by 
interim  president  J.D.  Ross  since 
Thomas'  departure.  Dennis  Wright, 
Dean  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  has  just 
recently  accepted  the  duties  as 
interim  vice  president. 

"There  hasn't  been  a search 
committee  announced,"  said 
Hardcrsen.  "But  the  Board  of 
Trustees  will  determine  the  search 
process  for  a president." 

Ross  appears  to  be  the  front- 
runner for  the  permanent  position, 
but  the  board  is  planning  a special 
meeting,  which  has  not  yet  been 
scheduled,  to  discuss  the  issue.  Ross 
has  been  with  the  college  almost  25 
years,  and  at  a meeting  on  Jan.  20, 
the  faculty  and  staff  indicated  their 
support  for  him.

Just  before  the  Christmas  break, 
the  JJC  Student  Alliance  conducted 
a survey  of  students  about  a variety 
of  issues  in  their  November  forum. 
They  compiled  the  data  and  sent  a 
copy  to  the  Blazer.  The  staff  thought 
it  would  be  a good  idea  to  let  everyone 
know  what  people  said  about 
different  subjects. 

One  question  asked,  "If  there  were 
recycling  bins  available  for  glass  and 
plastic,  would  you  use  them?"  There 
were  124  people  who  said  yes  and 
only  14  who  said  no. 

Several  interesting  responses 
followed  the  question,  "What  types 
of  activities  would  you  like  to  sec  on 
campus?"  Common  answers  were 
karaoke  and  social  events  more  on 
the  parly  side  of  things.  It  was 
suggested  that  bands  and  live  music 
be  more  incorporated  into  JJC's 
college  atmosphere. 

Less  used  responses  ranged  from 
stripclubs  to  prayer  groups  to  keggers 
to  family  activities. 

When  asked  whether  or  not  they 
had  problems  registering  for  classes. 
39  students  said  yes,  but  98  said  no.

Most  people  stated  that  they  liked 
the  service.

The  zanicr  responses  were 
a swimming  pool,  outside  heaters 
and  clean  the  river. 


If  you  could  change  one  thing 
aboutanyJJCcampus,  what  would 
it  be? 

These  were  the  most  varied 
responses  ofnll.  A surprising  number 
of  students  said  they  thought  there 
should  be  dorms  and  campus  living 
options.  Another  common  response 
was  a remedy  to  the  parking 
problems,  with  regard  for  a need  of  a 
parking  deck. 

There  was  a comment  that  the 
City  Center  needs  to  be  cleaner. 

One  student  was  concerned  with 
the  amount  of  noise,  loud  and  rowdy 
behavior  and  offensive  language  that 
is  heard  on  tin  hudge. 

Students  v\  anted  more  of  a variety 
of  food  in  the  cafeteria,  including,  as 
one  student  stated,  more  "black 
food."  Also,  they  think  that  a mass 
market  fast  food  restaurant  contained 
on  campus  would  be  a positive 
change. 

Again,  tjicrc  were  some  zany 
responses,  including  a monorail  and 
idiot-friendly  Final  Exam  schedule. 

The  Student  Alliance  analyzed 
the  survey  and  is  truly  taking  into 
account  all  the  answers  provided  in 
order  to  create  a better  learning  and 
living  environment  for  everyone  who 
spends  time  and  money  at  Joliet 
Junior  College.

the  album  stirs  up  emotions 


funk,  country-western,  jazz,  blues 
and  folk.  Just  imagine  putting 
together  Bonnie  Raitt.  Beck,  Sade 
and  Bob  Dylan.  Sounds  scary,  yet  it 

Difranco's  both  throaty  and  high 
vocal  sly  lings  complement  her  guitar 
playing.  The  album  flows  like  mad 
through  deep  songs,  sweet  songs, 
silly  songs  and  the  combinations  of 
all  three. 

The  album  kicks  off  with  "'lis  of 
thee."  a slow,  yet  harsh  tune 
concerning  social  problems,  mainly 
police  officers.  Difranco,  on  guitar, 
Jason  Mercer  on  bass,  Julie  Wolf  on 
Wurlitzer  and  organ  and  Andy 
Stochansky  on  drums  make  a melodic 
debut  on  this  album's  first  song.  It 
seems  as  though  they're  preparing 
you  for  the  proverbial  ride  ahead. 

All  thenjam  into  "virtue,"  starting 
with  a toe-tapping,  heavy  bass  line 
and  progressing  into  a quiet, 
villainous  break-a  lurking  svith  the 
organ  adding  to  the  crccpincss  of  the 
whole  thing.  Imagine  walking 
through  a cartoon  and  then  knocking 
over  a wall,  breaking  into  reality. 

"Come  away  from  it"  starts  out 
with  the  simple  title  lyric  and  even 
more  primitive  guitar  linc-lhc  perfect 
start.  The  prelude  only  adds  to  the 
emotional  plea  to  a lover  to  quit  the 
drug  scene,  set  in  a jazzy,  fluid,  but 
rocky  melody.  It's  a floating,  but  an 
uncomfortable  one,  made  echo-like 
by  the  background  vocals  of  Wolf 
arid  Mercer. 

Acoustic  guitar  starts  "jukebox." 
and  only  that.  They're  not  about  to 
give  you  a glimpse  of  the  body- 
shaking funk  (hat  will  follow  until 
they  rock  you  with  it.  Difranco's 
vocal  distortion  mirrors  the 
elosedness  of  the  woman  in  the  song. 
It  is  a torturous,  pulling  kind  of  a 
song.  It’s  not  happy,  yet  it  makes  you 
want  to  dance. 

The  feeling  that  you're  in  the 


damnation  of  love.  At  least  that’s 
what  this  reviewer  got  from  it.  Y ou're 
toe  lapping  again,  and  you  hear  a 
strange,  mixed  sample  being  played. 
A repeated  and  whining  kind  of  cry. 
but  obviously  computerized.  Though 
Difranco  doesn’t  seem  sure  of  what 
it  is,  she  incorporates  it  into  the  song, 
mocking  it  in  a call  and  response 
game.  A psychedelic  end  to  a 
psychedelic  song. 

Track  6,  entitled  "angry  any  more" 
is  one  of  those  songs  where  you 
know  what's  coming,  but  don't 
anticipate  the  way  it's  about  to  make 
you  feel. 

It  begins  with  primarily  banjo  and 
accordian,  a real  down-home  feel 
immediately.  Little  known  was  how 
right  that  estimation  actually  was 
The  song  is  of  reckoning  and 
understanding;  Difranco's  clear- 
headed realizations  about  her 
childhood  with  her  parents.  She 
seems  to  realize  that  life's  all  about 
compromise. 

To  quote,  she  says.  "And  I just 
want  you  to  understand/thal  I know 
what  all  the  fighting  was  for/and  I 
just  want  you  to  understand/that  I'm 
not  angry  anymore."  To  an  innocent 
bystander,  it  sounds  corny.  But 
anyone  who  hears  the  song  and 
understands  it  would  think  it's 
blasphemy  to  say  (hat. 

With  sort  of  a cleansed  feeling, 
we  move  on  to  “cvcrcst."  a song 
about  perception.  Slow  and  ballad- 
like, it  urges  the  listener  not  to  accept 
things  in  only  one  light.  Look 
differently  and  you  will  feel 
differently. 

Repetition  brings  this  home  with 
the  line,  "from  the  height  of  the 
pacific,  to  the  depths  of  cvcrcst." 
Slow,  quiet  fade  out.  . . . 

UpUpUpUpUpUp.  the  album's 
title  track,  is  just  (hat  Music  and 
words  climb  and  carry  you  to  a 
plateau  of  learning,  learning  that  life 


into  a tin  can.  A hollow  sound  to  fit 
a hollow  song. 

This  band,  obviously  full  of  life 
and  fun,  couldn't  end  its  record  with 
a song  like  that!  So  they  didn't.  The 
last  song,  "hat  shaped  hat,"  raises  the 
album  back  to  a silly,  but  ever- 
contcmplativc  level.  Seemingly 
mix.:'.*  r-e  funk,  blues,  jazz  and  folky 
sour  ■ that  was  slathered  around  on 
the  album  like  uneven  marmalade, 
this  last  hoorah  (at  least  for  now) 
gets  really  wacky,  especially  at  the 
end. 

Speaking  again  about  perception, 
probably,  some  of  Difranco's  last 
words  contain,  "in  walked  a man/ 
shaped  like  a man/holding  a hat- 
shaped hat/hc  held  up  two  fingers 
and  said  How  many  fingers .’/  and  I 
said,  peace  man,  that's  where  it's 
at."  Full  of  silly  lines  and  antics,  it's 
a great  way  to  end  a great  album. 

UpUpUpUpUpUp  seems  like  a 
very  appropriate  title  for  this  album. 
Though  sad  and  very  realistic-nitty- 
gritty.  it  is,  for  the  most  part,  quite 
uplifting.  Uplifting  in  a.  "it  can’t  be 
that  bad."  kind  of  way. 

All  (he  band  members  prove 
themselves  to  be  educated,  feeling 
musical  artists  in  the  technical  aspect 
of  thing,  but  arc  not  to  be  reckoned 
with  in  life's  emotional  spin  either. 

The  poetry  of  Difranco's  soul, 
both  in  the  metaphysical  and  literal 
sense,  is  far  above  question.

Presentation  of  the  ‘Big  Bang’  theory  a big  hit

Those  students  who  missed  the 
visiting  lecturer.  Dr.  Michael  S. 
Turner,  on  Jan.  14.  in  the  fine  arts 
theater  missed  an  exciting 
presentation. 

Turner  is  the  Bruce  V and  Diana 
M Rauncr  Distinguished  Service 
Professor  and  Chair  of  the 
Department  of  Astronomy  and 
Astrophysics  at  the  University  of 
Chicago,  among  many  other 
distinguishable  qualifications. 

College  through  a visiting  lectureship 
program  named  after  the  American 
Astronomer  Harlow  Shaplcy.  His 
visit  to  the  college  was  funded  by  the 
American  Astronomical  Society. 
Turner  has  also  been  involved  with 


NRC.  DoE.  NSF  and  NASA. 

He  received  his  B.S.  in  Physics 
from  Stanford  University  in  1978. 
He  began  working  for  the  University 
ofChicagoas  an  Enrico  Fermi  Fellow 
and  he  joined  their  faculty  in  1980. 

Turner  gave  a presentation  entitled 
"Big  Bang  Cosmology:  From  Quark 
Soup  to  the  Expanding  Universe." 
Turner  unfolded  the  hot  " big  bang" 
theory  through  an  entertaining  series 
of  hand-drawn  transparencies. 

The  presentation  discussed  the 
universe  from  the  earliest  moments 
of  its  existence  through  the  events 
leading  to  its  present.  Turner  spoke 
of  the  scries  of  events  that  followed 
the  explosion  of  space,  also  known 
as  "The  Big  Bang." 


In  Turner's  opinion,  the  universe 
was  once  a sea  of  quarks  and  leptons 
that  created  neutrons  and  protons. 

Turner's  humorous  transparencies 
that  contained  drawings  that 
illustrated  the  beginnings  of  the 
universe,  provided  a backdrop  to  his 
presentation. 

As  he  shifted  from  colorful 
drawing,  he  explained  that  as  the 
uni  verse  expanded  and  cooled,  layers 
began  to  form  complex  cluster  of 
galaxies,  supcrclustors  and  voids 
made  by  atoms  formed  from  the 
neutrons  and  protons.  The  matter 
was  clustered  close  together  some 
1 5 billion  years  ago.  As  time  elapsed, 
the  density  of  this  matter  began

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Men  hoopsters  seek  return  to  national  tourney

As  far  as  records  go  ihcJJC  Men's 
basketball  team  doesn't  appear  to 
have  the  best  (12- 1 4).  However,  the 
1 2 victories  earned  already  are  only 
four  less  than  last  year.  Last  year's 
team  took  third  in  the  nation  and 
finished  with  a 16-18  record.  So 
don’t  count  out  these  boys  yet. 

The  season  has  been  difficult  so 
far  with  all  the  new  players  trying  to 
gel  together.  Adding  to  the 
inexperience  of  the  team,  four 
players  have  since  left  the  team. 
Among  those  players  arc  Quincy 
Lewis.  Edward  Clay.  Omar  Williams 
and  Pete  Howard.  The  players  left 
due  to  poor  grades  and  personal 
reasons. 

The  loss  of  these  players  really 
doesn  't  mean  a whole  lot,  statistically 
speaking.  Lewis  and  Howard  played 
the  most  games  hetween  the  four, 
with  13.  That’s  not  even  half  of  the 
games.  Lewis,  who  also  plays 
football  here,  averaged  the  most  ppg. 
at  3.9. 

What  the  loss  of  these  four  men 
creates  is  a depth  problem.  The 
Wolves  now  only  have  three  players 
coming  off  the  bench.  This  situation 
makes  it  very  likely  that  one  or  two 
guys  will  have  to  play  the  entire 

The  team  is  used  to  this  sort  of 
thing  though.  In  the  magical  season 
of  1991- 1992  the  team  finished  fifth 
in  the  nation,  with  only  seven  players. 
Those  players  arc  now  referred  to  as 
the  "magnificent seven." Lasiycar's 
team  went  through  the  same  thing.  It 
only  had  eight  players  and  finished 
third  in  the  nation. 

So  far  this  season  the  team  is 
being  led  by  guard  Mike  Ellis  and 
guard  Jason  Chandler.  Ellis  is  leading 
the  team  in  ppg  ( 1 8.3).  steals  (1.7), 


three  point  field  goals  made  (84), 
free  throw  percentage  (77  percent) 
and  he  is  tied  on  the  team  for  stculs, 
at  1.7. Ellis  is  also  on  pace  to  break 
the  school  record  for  most  three 
pointers  in  a season. 

Chandler,  Inst  months  Blazer 
Player  of  the  Month,  is  averaging 
1 6. 1 ppg.  and  is  second  only  to  Ellis 
in  three  pointer^  (30). 

A pleasant  surprise  for  the 
Wolves,  is  freshmen  center  Jim 
Hillock.  Hillock  has  a steady  10.7 
ppg  and  leads  the  team  in  rebounding 
at  7.3.  "Jim  improves  with  every 
game,"  said  JJC  Head  Men's  Couch 
Joe  Kuhn. 

The  team  has  three  games  left 
before  the  first  round  of  the  playoffs 
begins  The  last  home  game  is 
Saturday  Feb.  6 at  7 p.m.

J.D.  Ross  was  officially  volcd  in 
as  ihc  new  president  of  Joliet  Junior 
College  at  the  Feb.  9 board  meeting. 
Ross  was  congratulated  by  board 
members  as  they  stood  up.  clapped 
and  cheered  for  the  new  person  in 
leadership.  Ross  had  been  the  interim 
president  since  JJC’s  former 
president.  Dr.  Thomas  Gamble, 
resigned  in  December. 

Ross  has  been  with  JJC  for  24 

But  Ross’  career  before  JJC  is  full 
of  academia.  He  has  taught 
geography,  history,  sociology.  He 
was  an  assistant  principal  at  a junior 
high  school  anddircctor  of  the  inmate 
training  program,  providing 
educational  services  for  inmates. 

When  asked  how  he  felt  about  his 
new  position  as  JJC’s  president.  Ross 
responded,  "It’s  a real  honor.  I mean 
I’ve  worked  here  for  a long  time.  I 
really  believe  in  Joliet  Junior  College 
and  the  work  that  we  do." 

He  praised  JJC  by  saying.  “I  think 
we  have  a very,  very  good  institution 
with  lots  of  quality  faculty  and  staff 
members." 

Of  course,  he  couldn't  resist 
complementing  the  students  at  JJC 
when  he  said.  “I  think  we  have  an 
outstanding  student  body!" 

Ross  also  said  that  JJC  has  had 
many  successful  students,  and  all 
should  be  proud  of  (hat. 

Despite  some  "negative  press”  that 
has  accentuated  differences  on  the 
board,  Ross  said  he  believed  the 
college  has  a bright  future. 

"I  still  think  it’s  a good  college.' 
he  says.  “I  hope  that  I can  be  kind  of 
a stabilizing  influence  and  resolve 
some  of  the  issues  that  lead  to  the 
board  dissention,  and  have  us  moving 


forward  in  a real  good  fashion  for 
the  centennial  celebration." 

Regarding  whether  Ross  is 
planning  on  picking  up  where  former 
president  Gamble  left  off,  he  said 
that  since  he  was  part  of  developing 
some  of  those  plans  for  JJC.  he  plans 
on  "taking  out  the  list"  and  tevising 
those  ideas,  in  order  to  make  sure 
they  arc  still  good  ideas  for  JJC. 

He  hopes  that  he  can  continue 
operating  in  the  same  manner  that 
Gamble  did.  Ross  says  that  Gamble 
tried  to  be  what  he  calls  a"consensus 


“I  believe  in  it  myself,"  Ross 
states.

Wiih  (he  sleady  infiltration  of  ihc 
American  gay  culture  into  the 
collective  conscience  of  the  masses 
comes  a new  wave  of  films  revolving 
around  female-female  relationships. 
This  is  certainly,  in  most  cases,  a 
step  forward  in  trying  to  make  the 
public  realize'  that  lesbianism  isn't, 
or  shouldn't  he.  anything  shocking. 

From  the  highly  popular  Chasing 
Amy,  an  unrealistic  portrayal  of  the 
"conversion"  of  a lesbian  comic  book 
guru  into  a lovelorn  heterosexual,  to 
the  banncd-in-India  film  Fire,  a tale 
of  unspoken  lust  in  a taboo-filled 
Indian  setting,  independent  films  are 
taking  the  lead  in  revealing  a sub- 
culture quickly  moving  its  way  above 
ground. 

These  movies  move  away  from 
the  traditional  pornography  style  used 
to  portray  gay  female  relations  by 


conveying  the  confusion  and 
innocence  of  being  young,  being 
female  and  being  in  love  with  another 
female. 

The  Incredibly  True  Tale  of  Two 
Girls  in  Love  falls  into  this  Icsbian- 
coming-of-agc  genre  In  Two  Girls 
in  Love.  Randy  and  Evic,  opposites 
separated  by  social  class  and  personal 
interests,  find  themselves  through 
their  forbidden  love. 

Also  in  the  teen  lesbian  category 
is  All  Over  Me.  starring  Allison 
Folland  and  Leisha  Hailey  from  the 
music  group  Tlic  Murmurs.  It  is  a 
story  of  the  prejudices  and  ignorance 
surrounding  homosexuality 

Mainstream  movie  stars  like 
Jennifer  Tilly.  Uma  Thurman  and 
Ally  Shcedy  appear  in  Bound,  Even 
Cowgirls  Gel  ilie  Blues  and  High  An 
(possibly  the  best  movie  of  last  year) 
respectively,  doing  more  for  the  art 


of  lesbian  independent  films  by 
creating  a much  needed  nonchalance 
as  opposed  to  the  usually  shocked 
attitudes  regarding  lesbianism. 

Documentary-style  films  arc  also 
gracing  video  stores  everywhere  with 
black  and  white  flicks  like  Go  Fish. 
a study  of  one  woman's  search  for 
love  within  her  small  lesbian 
community. 

There  are  also  mainstream  movies 
like  Wild  Things  that  involve  a 10- 
sceond  clip  of  two  girls  kissing  that 
claims  attention  as  being  a lesbian 
film  wrapped  up  within  a 
heterosexual  lilm  when  all  it  is  a 
lame  attempt  to  get  teenage  boys 
riled  up. 

None  of  these  movies  fall  into  the 
man-hating  dyke  genre.  They  simply 
open  updoors  to  a world  long  existing 
but  always  blocked  by  homophobia 
and  prejudice.

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Influential  instructor  and  group  leader  retires

Dr.  William  Zalcs  has  been  called 


to  his  students  and  the  environment." 
“one  of  the  greats."  "an  inspiration," 
and  "a  Renaissance  man."  He  will 
certainly  be  missed,  retiring  at  the 
end  of  the  spring  semester  after 
teaching  at  JJC  for  33  years. 

"He  came  here  as  a young  teacher 
and  taught  his  whole  life  here,"  said 
Dr.  Michael  Lee,  the  Natural 
Sciences  Department  Chairman. 

Zalcs  has  taught  botany,  plant 
taxonomy,  plant  morphology, 
taxidermy,  a lab  ecology  class  and'a 
field  ecology  class.  The  field  ecology 
class  is  a summer  session  class  that 
Zalcs  started  in  1 975,  which  consists 
of  fieldwork  in  Wyoming. 

Dr.  Arthur  Wagner.  the  Natural 
Sciences  Department  Chairman  from 
1963  to  1989,  who  originally 
approved  Zales  to  be  hired,  said  that 
he  “would  consider  him  overall  to  be 
a very  outstanding  teacher.  He 
worked  with  students  in  a variety  of 
courses  in  addition  to  pulling  together 
new  courses.” 

Zalcs  also  designed  and  built  the 
campus  arboretum  and  was 
instrumental  in  building  the  campus 
trails  and  restoring  the  prairie  land 
on  campus.  “He  gave  of  himself  very 
freely,  coming  out  many  Saturdays 
without  pay  to  further  the  institution, 
making  sure  the  prairie  and  the  lake 
were  kept  in  good  order,”  said 
Wagner. 

Zales  says  he  has  no  complaints 
about  anything  that  he  has  done  for 
the  campus.  "I  jus!  couldn't  imagine 
teaching  without  the  lake,  forested 
land,  and  restored  prairie.  It's  made 
the  experience  for  the  students  much 
better  and  it  was  a great  opportunity 
for  me  to  use  as  an  outdoor  lab," 
Zalcs  said. 

Andrew  Neill,  who  has  been 
sharing  an  office  with  Zalcs  for  six 
years,  is  happy  to  take  over  the  job  of 
Land  Steward  of  the  campus  natural 
areas.  "Bill  gave  me  the  opportunity 


to  inherit  many  of  his  projects 
because  of  our  common  interests," 
Neill  said.  “I  was  excited  to  take 
some  of  them.  I say  some  because  he 
has  many.  *- 

“It  sounds  like  I’m  going  to  have 
some  pretty  big  shoes  to  fill,  and  a 
long  mustache  to  grow." 

Zalcs  also  started  the  Life  Science 
Club,  now  called  Grassroots.  He 
originally  started  the  club  “primarily 
to  provide  an  opportunity  for  more 
field  work,”  but  the  students  have 
gotten  politically  involved  as  well. 
He  has  taken  groups  of  students  from 
the  club  to  the  Smoky  Mountains, 
bogs  in  New  York,  swamps  in 
southern  Illinois,  prairie  in  Iowa,  and 
the  Rocky  Mountains.  He's  also  taken 
students  to  Southern  Illinois  State 
Parks  like  Giant  City,  Garden  of  the 
Gods.  Crab  Orchid  Wildlife  Refuge. 

"Zales  is  a vanishing  breed  of 
biologists,  regrettably,"  said  Neill. 

He  represents  the  classic 
characteristics  of  a biologist  who 
knows  the  natural  history  of  the  life 
that  he  studies.  Biologists  of  his  time 
were  naturalists. 

"Today 's  biologists  are  laboratory 


biologists.  They  do  more  work 
indoors  than  outdoors,  and  fewer  and 
fewer  biologists  know  the  native 
plants  and  animals.  Thai’s  sad." 

"Many  of  his  students  went  on  to 
success  in  Biology  and  have  come 
back  to  thank  him  for  getting  them 
started  and  influencing  them,"  said 
Wagner. 

"He  really  does  care  about 
teaching  people.  If  he  secs  the  fire  in 
you,  he’ll  put  the  gasoline  on  it  for 
you  and  make  it  grow,”  said  Jennifer 
Benedict,  Grassroots  president  and 
Zales'  student. 

Many  people  in  Zales’  field 
respect  him  for  his  vast  knowledge 

professional  biologists  in  this 
department,  but  wc  all  respect  and 
look  up  to  him  for  what  he  docs  and 
what  he  knows,"  said  Lee.  "People 
who  are  trained  like  he  has  and  arc 
interested  in  environmental  issues 
like  he  is  are  hard  to  find." 

Zalcs  has  been  very  involved  in 
protecting  the  naturaf  areas  of  (he 
college  as  well  as  in  the  community. 
He  has  played  a very  strong  role  in 
the  formation  of  the  Old  Plank  Road 


Trail,  which  is  a biking  and  hiking 
trail.  He  has  been  involved  with  the 
Old  Plank  Road  Trail  project  for  18 
years.  His  interest  in  the  trail  lies 
mainly  on  the  restoration  of  the  virgin 
Illinois  prairie  that  surrounds  the  trail. 

He  says  he  has  enjoyed  being 
involved  in  open  lands  projects  on 
campus  and  off,  working  with  the 
Will  County  Forest  Preserve  Open 
Lands  Project  on  the  I & M Canal 
Natural  Heritage  Corridor  and  the 
Old  Plank  Road  Trail 

“Probably  the  biggest  thing  we'll 
miss  about  Zales  is  that  he  protects 
the  campus  natural  areas,"  Lee  said. 

When  asked  what  he  plans  to  do 
in  his  retirement.  Zales  said "There's 
a lot  of  basic  botany  that  I need  to  do. 
basic  field  research  that  I never  had 
time  to  do." 

Zales  said  that  he  will  be 
consorting  with  the  Nature 
Conservatory  and  some  other 
universities.  He  plans  on  moving  to 
his  property  in  Iowa,  where  he  will 
further  his  studies  of  prairie  ecology 
on  his  prairie  land 

T'vc  enjoyed  my  son  and 
daughter  and  my  wonderful  wife.  I 


have  two  successful  children  and  n 
happy  wife.  There's  a lot  of  North 
America  that  wc  haven't  seen  yet,  so 
my  wife  and  I plan  on  doing  a lot  of 
traveling."  Zalcs  said. 

Zales  has  two  hobbies  dial  he 
enjoys:  taxidermy  and  restoring 
antique  John  Dccrtraelors.  Neill  says 
he  is  a very  talented  taxidermist.  He 
sal  in  on  one  of  his  classes  once  and 
he  was  "ama/ed  at  the  wealth  of 
knowledge  that  he  gives  to  his 
taxidermy  students. 

"From  one  group  to  unothcr,  he 
gives  so  many  pointers  on  nil  of  the 
subtleties,  it  was  amn/.ing.  he  was 
completely  in  his  element." 

Zalcs  says  he  has  been  an  outdoors 
person  "since  forever."  He  says  he 
has  always  been  interested  in  natural 

"You  can  tell  he  feels  so  at  home 
and  connected  outside  in  the  prairie 
and  in  the  woods,"  said  Jennifer 
Benedict,  Grassroots  president  and 
Zalcs'  student.  Neill  said  thut  every 
day  Zales  still  finds  something  new 
after  all  the  years  lie  has  been  at  JJC. 

"When  he  finds  mushrooms 
outside,  growing  on  the  side  of  some 
stump,  he  picks  them  up.  brushes  it 
off  and  fries  them  up  without  cleaning 
them,  saying,  ‘Oh  u little  dirt  never 
hurt  anyone,"'  said  Benedict. 

Neill  and  Benedict  both  said  how 
they  like  Zalcs'  philosophy  on  life. 

“His  philosophy  in  life  and  the 
earth  is  just  nmazing."suid  Benedict. 

“When  you  go  to  his  place  in 
Iowa,  he  has  bird  houses  made  out  of 
old  hiking  bools.  In  ihu  cabin,  almost 
everything  is  reused.  That  is  so 
inspiring  to  me.  It  makes  me  really 
think  about  the  way  I live  my  life. 

"He  even  picks  up  road  kill  and 
uses  it  for  his  taxidermy  cluss,  saving 
what  meat  he  cun  from  it." 

"I  know  that  he's  going  to  be 
happy  in  Iowa,  and  for  that  1 cun  be 
happy  lor  him."  Benedict  said.

The  Technology  Committee 
replaced  Ihc  old  sludenl  e-mail 
accounl  system  of  1998.  known  as 
Webmail.  with  the  new  Microsoft's 
Exchange/  Outlook  System  for  the 
new  school  year  in  1999. 

The  new  system  is  not  only  faster 
and  more  advanced  than  the  original, 
but  is  also  updated  with  belter 
features  to  prepare  students  for 
today's  business  world. 

"The  calendar  is  a wonderful 
feature  of  the  new  e-mail  system." 
said  Panic  Fine,  director  of  student 
services  and  activities.  "Students  can 
keep  their  schedules  online  and 
develop  their  own  contacts  (address 
books)." 


Planning  meetings  for  student 
activities  and  social  events  arc  some 
good  uses  according  Christopher 
Boyk,  sludenl  representative  for  the 
Technology  Committee.  For 
security.  Log  Off  will  close  an 
accounl  when  it's  off-line. 

Last  year  2.500  to  3,000  accounts 
existed  in  the  previous  system.  On 
Jan.  29.  the  estimate  was  about  1 .000. 
The  statistics  arc  figured  everyday 
as  applications  arc  accepted.  The  List 
Serve  allow  some  classes  to  subscribe 
in  order  for  teachers  to  send  messages 
to  ihcirstudents  through  e-mail.  "This 
system  was  ranked  number  one  over 
all  services  in  a leading  technology 
magazine,"  Boyk  said.

If  anyone  is  believed  to 
violate  these  rules,  their  accounts 
can  be  terminated.  All  violations  and 


nplaints  must  be  reported  to 
postmastcr@jjc.cc.il. us.  Fine 
commented,  "All  in  all,  studenis  have 
been  very  respectful  of  this 
privilege.” 

Only  students  enrolled  in  college 
credit  courses  at  Joliet  Junior  College 
arc  eligible  to  obtain  student  c-maii 
accounts.  Funds  arc  raised  by  an 
extra  S4  technology  fee  added  to 
class  registration  fees  so  the  service 
costs  nothing,  however  applicants 
must  sign  an  agreement  to  follow  all 
policies.  The  Student  EMail  Training 
session  is  being  held  at  the  Cyber 
Cafe  to  help  account  holders  operate 
their  e-mail. 

Accounts  can  be  activated  24-48 
hours  after  the  lime  of  registration 
from  computer  laboratories  on 
campus.  A common  error  that  a 
person  often  makes  is  activating  it 
twice,  causing  a longer  wailing 
period.  Check  the  Student  Center  to 
find  out  what  locations  and  hours  arc 
available.

Wolves  season  ends  in  semi-finals

Following  a semifinal  knock-out 
from  top-seeded  Harper  College,  the 
Joliet  Junior  College  men’s 
basketball  is  sent  back  to  the  drawing 
board  until  next  season. 

The  Wolves  entered  the  Region 
IV  Division  III  Tournament  as  the 
defending  champions,  but  the  Wolves 
finished  the  1 999  regular-season  in  a 
slump.  Thciruncxpcclcdbrcakdown 
resulted  in  two  consecutive  losses  at 
the  end  of  the  season  along  with  a 1 4- 
16  regular-season  record. 

JJC  promptly  ended  the  two  game 
losing  stint  in  the  tournament  against 
the  Illinois  Valley  Apaches  with  an 
88-70  victory  at  home  on  Tuesday, 
Feb.  16. 

Escorted  by  a 16-0  second-half 
explosion,  the  win  was  the  20lh 
consecutive  against  the  Apaches. 

Overall  in  the  game,  the  Wolves 
hud  five  players  reach  double  figures 
en  route  to  the  first  round  triumph. 
Mike  Ellis  paved  the  way  by  nailing 
five  three-pointers  that  helped 
surmount  his  game  high  21  points. 
Jason  Chandler  kept  pace  by  shooting 
3-of-6  from  three  point  range  for  19 
points,  while  his  13  assists  and  12 
rebounds  secured  his  third  triple 
double  of  the  year. 

Ellis  and  Chandler  had 
consistently  been  the  two  key 
components  for  the  Wolves 
throughout  the  season.  In  fact,  Ellis 
led  the  team  in  scoring  with  18.7 
ppg,  and  three-pointers  made  with 
113.  His  4.5  rebounds.  3.7  assists 


and  1.7  steals  rounded-out  an 
impressive  slat  sheet. 

Meanwhile  Chandler  certainly  did 
not  disappoint,  posting  16.2  ppg,  5.9 
rebounds,  5.1  assists  and  1.7  steals 
to  keep  the  doublcthrcat  combo  alive 
and  well.  Also,  Jim  Hillock  made  a 
convincing  impression  with  his  team 
leading  7.8  rebounds  combined  with 
10.9  ppg.  , 

Other  notable  lcadcrs-during  Shc| 
season  had  Mark  Blackburn  backed  1 
by  two  team  leading  totals  with  9.1 
assists  and  1.9  steals.  In  addition, 
Ellis  edged  the  rest  of  the  team  with 
a 76  percent  shooting  from  the  free 
throw  line.  Chandler  generated  a 39 
percent  mark  from  three  point  range  [ 
and  a surprising  Mike  Wollgast  led 
the  team  with  a 51.3  field  goal 
percentage  for  the  Wolves. 

But.  JJC  needed  a flawless 
performance  against  No.  1 seeded 
Harper  in  the  semifinals  on  Friday. 
Feb.  19.  in  the  end  the  conference 
heavyweight  snuck  away  with  a 91- 
85  victory. 

Both  Ellis  and  Blackburn 
out  in  style  during  their  final  game 
for  the  Woives.  Ellis  gathered  22 
points,  while  Blackburn  contributed 
25  points  and  12  assists.

Tuition  raised  despite  higher  enrollment

Despite  a 4.6  percent  increase  in 
enrollment  during  the  1 998-99  school 
year,  one  of  the  highest  JJC  has  ever 
seen,  tuition  will  increase  next  year 
by  $2,  raising  total  student  costs  to 
S51  per  credit  hour 

This  increase  makes  JJC's  tuition 
and  fees  about  1 2 percent  higher  than 
the  average  total  costs  of  1 1 
neighboring  community  colleges. 

The  tuition  increase  was  included 
in  the  financial  plan  put  together  by 
Vice  President  of  Business  Services, 
Tom  Ryan,  in  January  1998. 

"The  financial  plan  is  made  up  of 
a lot  of  estimates  and  assumptions," 
said  Ryan.  "Basically , every  year  we 
sit  down  and  make  our  next  best 
guesses." 

As  enrollment  increases,  Ryan 
explains,  “revenue  goes  up.  but  costs 
go  up  as  well."  When  enrollment 
increases,  either  more  people  are 
packed  into  existing  classes,  or  new 
classes  are  added  and  new  teachers 

"The  way  to  think  about  this  is 
what  would  we  do  or  not  do  without 
the  S2  increase,"  said  Ryan.  "You

We  arc  increasing  tuition 
so  that  we  can  maintain  and  improve 
the  quality  of  education  at  the 
campus." 

The  budget  process  is  just 
beginning,  and  college-wide  issues 
arc  being  taken  into  account.  Plans 
for  improvements  at  JJC  include 
expanding  hours  computer  labs  arc 
open  to  students,  including  evening 
and  weekend  hours.  In  order  to 
increase  the  computer  lab  hours,  more 
technical  staff  will  have  to  be  hired. 
Right  now  the  technical  staff  salaries 
come  out  of  the  technology  fee  fund 

"We're  trying  to  get  to  the  point 
where  we  re  using  all  of  that  money 
(from  the  technology  fee)  for 
equipment  rather  than  salaries,"  said 
Ryan. 

Establishing  online  classes  is  in 
the  works  as  well. 

Ryan  would  also  like  to  sec  student 
support  services  expanded,  with 
evening  and  weekend  hours 
available.  Ryan  feels  it  is  important 
that  students  with  evening  courses 
gel  the  help  they  need.

"I  have 
met  and  will  continue  to  meet  with 
thcCollcgiatcClubCounciland  work 
with  them  on  certain  issues.  I am  a 
member  of  the  Student  Alliance  as 
their  treasurer  and  the  same  with 
Cross  Cultural  Programming  Board. 
I'm  also  a member  of  the  Tech 
Planning  Committee,  Allocations 
Committee  and  the  Pepsi 
Committee." 

Tyler  presents  programs  to  work 
on  certain  issues  like  locations  of 
study  areas,  bookstore  problems, 
traffic  control  and  parking,  pedestrian 
traffic,  extended  hours  for  the 
cafeteria,  faculty  evaluations,  greater 
participation  of  athletics,  evening 
daycare,  indoor  smoking  areas  and 
classroom  balance. 

"I  have  attended  the  college  for 
more  than  two  years  and  have

completed  1 1 8 hours  with  a GPA  of 
3.67,"  Tyler  said.  "As  such,  I have 
become  quite  familiar  with  issues 
that  arc  of  concern  to  my  fellow 
students.  I have  had  over  two  decades 
of  experience  in  the  non-ncadcmic 
world  and  held  positions  of  trust  and 
responsibility,  including  managing 
retail  stores  and  owning  and  running 
my  own  business  for  three  years.  I 
am  currently  an  officer  of  Phi  Theta 
Kappa  and,  as  such,  am  active  in 
promoting  academic  excellence." 

Wagoner  is  concerned  about  more 
parking  in  J-lo(,morccomputcrs and 
Internet  business  classes  and  a bigger 
CybcrCafe.  “Length  of  lime  spent 
as  a part-time  student  and  student 
worker,  with  class  and  work,  I am 
here  40  hours  a week."  Because  of 
this,  he  says,  he  is  familiar  with  what 
the  school  and  its  students  need.

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productive,  happy  students,"  he  said. 

The  college  will  be  raising  part- 
time  faculty  salaries  by  about  four 
percent.  "Right  now,  our  tuition  is  a 
little  over  the  state's  average,  and 
our  part  time  faculty  salary  is  below 
the  stale's  average,"  said  Ryan. 

There  are  also  plans  to  improve 
support  services  for  part-time  faculty. 

‘There  is  no  place  for  them  to  go 
to  use  a computer,  make  phone  calls, 
or  meet  with  students.  If  we  can  give 


According  to  Ryan,  half  of  the 
money  in  the  college's  budget  comes 
from  taxes,  over  one  fourth  from 
tuition  and  fees  and  under  one  fourth 
from  stale  monies. 

When  deciding  what  to  do  with 
the  budget,  Ryan  says  that 
“everything  is  looked  at  together. 
We  don’t  say  what  we  will  do  with 
student  fccsspccifically,  or  anything 


The  amount  of  money  the  college 
gets  from  state  monies  depends 
the  number  of  students  at  the  college 
and  on  how  well  the  state  economy 
doing.  Ryan  usually  writes 
proposed  amount  for  the  state  to  give 
the  college,  depending  on  rising  costs 
and  increasing  enrollment,  and  the 
Illinois  Board  of  Higher  Education 
and  the  governor  normally  accepts 
the  plan.  However,  the  proposed 
increase  for  the  1999-2000  school 
year,  2.58  percent,  was  rejected. 

A new  project  the  state  has  started 
is  performance-based  funding, 
whereas  the’  college  is  required  10 
state  specifically  what  they  would 
do  with  the  money  to  improve  the 

JJC's  performance-based  funding 
was  to  improve  technology  at  the 
campus  for  the  next  four  years. 
According  to  Ryan,  $ 1 .6  million  was 
allotted  for  technology 
improvements,  $700,000  of  which 
came  from  the  student  technology 
fee  fund. 


New  computer  lab  offers  comfort

Although  it  has  not  been 
advertised  yet,  student  traffic  to  a 
new  computer  lab  has  steadily 
increased  over  the  last  few  weeks. 
With  comfortable  chairs,  new 
computers  and  no  wailing  lines,  it  is 
easy  to  sec  why. 

The  lab  opened  in  room  J3036 
on  Feb.  15  and  is  located  within 
JJC's  Learning  Resource  Ccnrcr  to 
the  left  of  the  front  desk.  It  serves  to 
supplement  the  computers  already 
used  in  the  central  area  of  Ihe  library 
and  increase  computer  availability 
during  peak  times,  like  the  end  of  the 
semester. 

“Our  purpose  was  to  take  up  the 
slack  and  alleviate  the  pressure  on 
the  terminals  in  the  library  itself," 
says  Betty  Zarskc,  JJC's 
Microcomputer  Laboratory 
Supervisor.  “It  helps  keep  the  library 
computers  available  for  serious

research." 

The  lab  inch 
computers,  with  tv, 

The  computers  feature  Microsoft 
Office  software  such  as  Microsoft 
Word,  Excel,  Powcrpoint  and  Access. 
The  room  has  a laser  printer  along 
with  a growing  library  of  reference 
books. 

Part-time  support  staff  and  student 
workers  arc  available  to  provide 
technical  help  in  ihe  lab.  Additionally, 
students  have  Internet  access  for 
personal  or  research  purposes. 

"This  way,"  say  s Zarskc.  "students 
don't  have  to  leave  J-building  in  order 
to  check  their  e-mail.” 

Those  who  wish  to  use  the  new 
computer  lab  must  provide  student 
identification  and  sign  in  upon  arrival. 

The  hours  of  operation  are  the 
same  as  the  library:  7:30  a.m.  to  10 
p.m  Monday  throughThursday, 7:30 


a m.  to  3 p.m.  on  Saturday  und  I p.m. 
to  5 p.m.  on  Sunday.

What  do  you  do  when  you’re 
hungry,  bored,  or  you  just  want  to 
hang  out  with  your  friends?  Students 
at  JJC  have  several  solutions  to  these 
problems-  Family  Table,  Sara’s 
Place,  Baker's  Square  or  R-Placc. 
We  decided  to  check  out  these 
restaurants  Juco  people  tend  to  gather 
at  for  ourselves. 

R-Place  proved  to  be  the  most 
interesting  by  far.  R-Place  is  located 
at  a truck  slop  in  Moms.  When  one 
pictures  a truck  stop,  one  often  thinks 
of  a greasy,  run-of-lhc  mill  boring 
old  diner  accompanying  a dirty  gas 
station  gift  shop  wilh  cheesy  gifts, 
R-Place  is  far  from  this  description. 

R-Placc’s  walls  are  covered  with 
antique  toys  including  puppets, 
model  airplanes  and  bikes.  The 
atmosphere  of  R-Placc  is  anything 
bui  antique.  R-Placc  has  a fun,  play  ful 
feel. 

The  menu  is  filled  with  creative 
names  for  their  wide  selection  of 
foods,  such  as  You  Turkey  Y ou , The 
Godfather.  Name  That  Tuna,  Shoulda 
Been  There  Burger,  007  Burger  and 
Hickory  Dickory  Dock. 

R-Placc  patrons  are  challenged  to 
take  on  the  Ethyl  Premium  Special, 
four  pounds  of  beef  and  the  chefs 
choice  of  toppers  for  S 1 7.95.  As  the 
menu  states,  "She’s  a meal  that  you' II 
remember  forever  " Those  brave 
enough  to  take  on  Ethyl  and  survive 
get  their  meal  paid  for  and  a picture 
on  the  wall.  Being  vegetarians,  this 
meal  did  not  sound  very  appealing  to 
us.  but  the  idea  is  fun  in  a raunchy, 
ridiculously  disgusting  way. 

The  food  at  R-Placc  not  only  has 
amusing  names,  but  tastes  good  too. 


The  omnivores  who  dined  with  us 
said  they  would  recommend  the 
dishes  they  enjoyed,  including  (he 
Chicken  BLT  Wrap,  the  Chicken 
Ranch  Wrapper,  and  the  South 
Western  Stack  and  Rack  Burger.  One 
omnivore  said  R-Place  "really  knows 
how  to  cook  a burger  ” Someone1' 
also  enjoyed  the  mozzarella 
checsesticks.  The  chcesesticks  were 
said  to  be  "better  than  any 
chcesesticks  I ever  had  before"  and 
"damn  good."

Are  you  a relentless  Lennon  fan? 
Do  you  think  that  you've  heard  the 
last  of  the  John  Lennon  family?  Well 
look  out,  because  here  comes  the 
son!  Recently  Julian  Lennon,  John 
Lennon's  older  son,  released  a new. 
14-track  album  called  Photograph 
Smile.  The  resemblance  of  Julian's 
voice  to  his  father's  on  some  tracks 
is  absolutely  uncanny.  However, 
Julian  is  not  just  a man  living  off  of 
his  father's  name  and  fame. 
Photograph  Smile  is  dedicated  to  the 
memory  of  Julian's  stepfather,  who 
is  the  man  who  was  Julian's  real, 
present  father  figure  for  most  of  his 
life.  The  album  came  out  on  the 
small  Fuel  2000  record  label. 
Photograph  Smile  is  the  First  album 
pul  out  by  Julian  in  seven  years.  The 
album  is  a mixture  of  various  sounds, 
thoughts  and  ideas,  but  has  a lot  of 
emphasis  on  love  and  emotions.  The 
compact  disc  also  contains  a music 
video  for  CD-ROM,  an  explanation 
of  each  track,  a short  biography  of 
Julian  and  various  links  to  the 
Internet. 

The  first  track  is  entitled  “Day 
After  Day  ."  The  song  is  rather  upbeat 
for  its  topic.  It's  basically  a song  of 
longing  for  a love  who  is  far  away. 
The  theme  is  common  enough,  but  I 
think  what  makes  Julian's 
interpretation  of  the  theme  different 
is  his  use  of  the  electric  guitar  and  the 
strings  in  the  background  to  express 
his  true  emotions;  specifically,  the 
longing  and  the  wishing  that  he  could 
be  with  the  one  he  really  loves. 
Julian's  voice  goes  pressing  on  pretty 
strong  and  even  throughout  most  of 
the  song,  not  that  his  voice~is 
emotionless,  but  rather  that  his  voice 
expresses  his  hopefulness  for  being 
together  again  and  the  instruments 
express  the  longing  he  feels. 

The  second  track  is  entitled 
"Cold."  the  song  is  about  how 
wonderful  his  love  is.  and  that  he 
would  be  left  "cold,”  if  she  left  him. 
It  has  a great  little  acoustic  bit  in  it. 

The  third  track  is  "I  Should  Have 
Known.”  Julian  uses  more  of  a 
speaking  voice  than  a singing  voice 
throughout  most  of  the  song.  This 


"Believe"  is  a song  that  is  about 
relationships  that  can  work  if  the 
focus  is  on  love.  There  is  a great  little 
instrumental  included  in  it. 

"Good  to  be  Lonely”  is  definitely 
folk  song  inspired.  It  is  a song  thin 
really  can  make  the  audience  feel 
good  about  their  personal  soul- 
searching.  It  is  definitely  one  of  this 
reviewer's  favorites! 

"Kiss  Beyond  the  Catcher"  has  a 
great  beat.  It  is  just  a fun  song  that 
idealizes  a woman  that  the  speaker  in 
the  song  is  attracted  to,  but  the  love 
is  (alas!)  unrequited. 

"And  She  Cries"  is  a track  from 
the  female  point  of  view.  The  woman 
sung  about  is  no  longer  with  the  man 
that  she  wants  and  she  finds  it  hard  to 
go  on.  The  song  starts  off  with  some 
good  electric  guitar. 

The  title  track  of  this  album,  as 
stated  in  the  synopsis  of  the  tracks,  is 
inspired  by  a photograph  that  Julian 
had  of  a person  that  he  had  known 
who  was  far  away  from  him.  He 
misses  the  person  and  is  worried  that 
he  might  never  sec  her  again  The 
song  really  has  some  nice  string 
arrangements  included  in  it. 

"Faithful"  is  a song  that  has  many 
very  poetic  qualities.  The  song  also 
evokes  a lot  of  imagery,  but  ends 
somewhat  abruptly. 

"Way  to  your  Heart"  begins  with 
a ticking  clock  and  the  sound  of 
someone  lighting  a cigarette.  The 
song  then  goes  on  with  some  rulher 
haunting  strings.  It  lias  a quulity  thul 
makes  the  song  seem  as  though  it 
almost  belongs  in  a musical ; from  he 
way  it  begins  as  if  someone  is  making 
it  up  in  their  apartment,  to  the  way  it 
fades  out  with  the  licking  clock 

Overall  the  album  Photograph 
Smile  is  simply  smashing,  It  is  well 
worth  a listen,  and  lOrepealcd  listens, 
Julian  definitely  is  a great  musician 


used  for  slow  dancing.  It  has  a rather 
sad  tone,  however,  because  the 
speaker  in  (he  song  is  lamenting  his 
lost  love  and  the  idea  that  he  "should 
have  known"  that  they  were  not  right 
for  one  another. 

"How  Many  Times"  is  a very 
upbeat  track  that  has  a high  popular 
commercial  appeal.  It  could  almost 
be  an  anthem  for  a "save  the  planet” 
campaign.  Julian  implores  his 
audience  just  to  think  about  what 
they  are  doing  to  the  earth  and  to  the 
people  of  the  earth.  It  has  a refrain 
that  people  can  sing  along  with  by 
the  end  of  their  first  listen. 

The  track  “I  Don' t Wanna  Know" 
is  (he  song  that  goes  along  with  the 
music  video.  The  video  has  numerous 
Beatles  references  in  it,  and  is  pretty 


knowledge  about  The  Beatles.  The 
song  has  quite  a bit  of  repetition  of 
lyrics,  but  that  is  part  of  the  appeal, 
an  ability  to  sing  along  with  it  after 
just  a listen  or  two.

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Stobart  unlocks  the  chains  he  loves  so  much

As  one  walks  lo  class  al  JJC.  it's 
difficult  not  tonotice  the  many  copies 
of  the  Wordeater,  often  placed 
alongsidcthe  Blazer.  But  unless 
you've  taken  a class  by  the  man  who 
created  it.  you  may  not  know  how 
the  magazine  got  its  start . The  person 
responsible  is  John  Stobart.  and  the 
Wordeater  is  only  one  of  the  many 
legacies  he  leaves  JJC  when  he  retires 
this  spring. 

Stobart  began  teaching  English 
here  in  1961  after  graduating  from 
SIU.  At  that  time,  JJC  was  part 
community  college,  part  high  school. 
He  chose  JJC  originally  because  the 
pay  was  so  high-  a whopping  S6.000 
a year.  "I  had  two  kids,  so  it  made  a 
lot  of  difference.”  he  says.

When  Stobart  began  at  JJC,  things 
were  different  for  instructors. 
"Teachers  had  to  work  from  8 a.m  to 
4 p.m.  and  you  couldn't  leave  unless 
you  had  to  go  to  court  or  the  hospital," 
Stobart  jokes.  In  addition  to 
instructing,  teachers  wc'fc 
responsible  for  monitoring  Study 
halls,  hall  duty,  and 'counseling 
students  at  registration.  Tuition  at 
JJC  \Vas  free  at  that  time. 

In  his  38  years  of  teaching,  Stobart 


has  been  involved  in  almost  every 
English  class  offered  at  JJC. 

"I  wanted  to  convey  the 
excitement  of  books."  says  Stobart. 
He  has  taught  American,  British  and 
World  Literature,  a wide  spectrum 
of  writing  and  rhetoric  courses,  as 
well  as  speech  and  tennis.  He  created 
the  Contemporary  Literature  and 
Creative  Writing  classes  from 

"He  is  one  of  the  outstanding 
faculty  members  in  having  the 
department  adhere  to  rigorous 
academic  standards  in  the  teaching 
of  writing."  says  Patrick  Asher. 
English  department  chairperson. 

Bill  Yarrow,  fellow  English 
instructor  and  Stobart's  office  mate 
calls  him  “a  model  of  a dedicated 
teacher."  And  teaching  isn't  all  this 
man  can  do! 

It  is  hard  to  figure  out  where  to 
start  with  Stobart's  extracurricular 
involvement  at  JJC.  He  helped  to 
start  Brown  Bag  Lectures  and 
sponsored  the  Cultural  Cinema  Club 
for  five  years  He  ran  a weekly 
underground  newspaper  called  the 
Subterranean  Sideshow  and  coached 
both  forensics  and  Tennis,  winning 
slate  championships  in  both.  He 
helped  organize  a group  called  the 
"Meter  Readers"  that  lasted  for  20 
years.  If  that  isn't  enough. . . he  tried 
to  start  a debate  team. 

In  addition  to  these  activities, 
Asher  says  Stobart  “has  been  very 
active  in  the  annual  poetry  reading 
that  the  English  departmentsponsors 
under  Mr  Yarrow.  He  has  read 
countless  poems  of  his." 

Yarrow -himself  says  Stobart  is 
"an  ardent  supporter  of  poetry 
reading"  and  "great  in  front  of  an 
audience." 

Stobart  still  publishes  what  Pat 


Asher  believes  is  "one  of  the  best 
student  publications  in  literature. 
He  has  added  a great  deal  with  his 
work  on  the  Wordeater, "says  Asher. 
"He  has  gone  through  over  100 
editions.  Without  exaggeration,  he 
has  spent  countless  hours  putting 
this  literary  magazine  together.  It  is 
a remarkable  feat  " 

Even  the  paper  you  are  reading 
now  has  been  touched  by  Mr 
Stobart's  efforts.  Some  years  ago, 
the  Blazer  went  unpublished  due  to 
poor  organization. 

“I  thought  it  was  terrible  to  sec 
this  happening.  Nobody  wanted  to 
do  it,"  says  Stobart.

"John  deserves  a lot  of  credit  for 
bringing  the  Blazer  back  to  life 
several  years  ago.

In  his  "free"  time,  Stobart  has 
served  as  president  on  J JC's  American 
Federation  of  Teachers  and  negotiated 
the  first  union  teacher's  contract  in 
1 970.  He ' s been  elected  president  four 
times  and  served  on  the  Executive 
Board. 

"As  a teacher  and  a leader  of  the 
faculty,  he  has  given  of  himself  very 
unselfishly  and  few  faculty  members 
have  shown  such  devotion  and 
dedication,"  prdiscs  Asher.  "I  certainly 
will  miss  his  genius  as  a person,  and 
as  chair  I will  miss  his  loyalty  to  the 
department." 

Yanow  comments  that  Stobart  is 
"someone  of  fierce  loyalty  to  his 
institution. . . I've  never  me!  a teacher 
more  dedicated  to  his  job,  his  craft, 
and  his  school."  He  adds,  “Even  at  the 
end  of  his  Career,  he  is  no  less  involved 
than  he  probably  was  in  the 
beginning." 

What  will  Superacheiver  Stobart 
do  now  that  he'll  have  more  time  on 
his  hands?  For  starters,  he’s  thought 
of  turning  the  tables  and  becoming  a 
student  at  JJC,  perhaps  taking  classes 
in  music,  philosophy  or  horticulture. 

"I've  thought  of  coming  back  as  a 
full-time  student  and  trying  out  for 
the  tennis  team.  I'd  be  the  oldest 
person  on  the  team-  ever!"  Stobart 
half-jokes.  He  also  says  he  would  like 
to  do  volunteer  work  involving 
literacy,  Meals  on  Wheels  or  at 
museums. 

Additionally.  Stobart  ponders,  "I 
might  get  into  writing  seriously.  I've 
always  toyed  with  it  in  the  past.” 


Most  obviously,  Stobart  says,  “I  love 
to  read.  I could  probably  do  nothing 
but  READ  in  retirement.  I have  stacks 
of  books  around  my  house  just 
waiting  to  be  read." 

John  Stobart  says  he’ll  miss  the 
“friendly  atmosphere"  and  his 
friends,  especially  in  the  English 
department.  Keeping  an  cvcrposilivc 
attitude,  Stobart  thinks  he  will  even 
miss  grading  papers,  meeting 
deadlines,  giving  lectures,  and 
attending  meetings...  activities  that 
other  professors  would  enjoy 
escaping  .

have  the  best  food  these  reviewers 
have  tasted. 

Their  menu  has  a wide  selection 
and  is  friendly  to  vegetarians  as  well 
as  omnivores.  They  have  salads, 
burgers,  melts,  pitas,  sandwiches  and 
focaccia  sandwiches  in  addition  to 
their  "Dinner  Classics." 

You  can  get  anything  on  the  menu 
without  meal,  such  as  the  Honey 
Mustard  Pita,  Fajita  Pita,  and  Honey 
Dijon  Chicken  Focaccia.  They  have 
a Veggie  Melt,  Gardenburger, 
Deluxe  Grilled  Cheese  and  Veggie 
Stir-Fry  Pita  as  options  right  on  the 
menu.

The  Honey  Dijon  Chicken  (without 
the  chicken  of  course)  comes  highly 
recommended,  along  with  the  Veggie 
StirFry  Pita.

However,  the  Lady  Wolves  appear 
lobe  rebounding,  posting  a 7-8  record 
as  of  March  2 1 . One  reason  is  bcacuse 
of  star  pitcher  and  second  baseman 
Dasvn  Glasscock. 

"Dawn  is  doing  exactly  what  she 
did  last  year,"  said  Smith.  "She  is 
very  strong,  very  determined  and 
she  works  hard." 

Smith  openly  credits  Glasscock 
as  one  of  the  key  strengths  this  year 

"We  have  the  best  pitcher  around." 
said  Smith,  "...we  need  her  pitching 
this  year." 

In  1998,  Glasscock  was  given 
NJCAA  Division  III  All-American 
honors  and  named  to  the  all-Rcgion 
IV  Division  first  team.  After  leading 
all  Division  III  pitchers  with  224 
strikeouts,  she  continued  to  prove 
her  dominance  with  a 1.91  earned 
run  averaged,  along  with  a 19-9 
overall  record. 


But.  the  Lady  Wolves  must  secure 
the  defensive  and  offensive  support 
behind  her  in  order  to  match  last 
year's  28-22  record. 

"I  had  some  doubts  early  (about 
the  offense),  but  we're  beginning  to 
look  stonger  than  last  year."  said 
Smith.  "On  defense  we've  played

well,  but  overall  we  need  to  improve 
on  bunting  and  cut  down  on  the 
mistakes  in  the  field. 

"We're  beginning  to  do  that. 
Every  game  I sec  improvement." 
The  Lady  Wolves  also  have 


expectations  to  surpass  the  second 
place  North  Central  Community 
College  Conference  finish  from 
1998. 

"We  want  to  go  to  nationals  this 
year."  said  Smith.  "I  think  we  have  a 
real  shot...  we  can  only  beat 
ourselves." 

But,  the  Lady  Wolves  will  have 
plenty  of  competition  in  the  N4C. 

Last  year,  JJC  fell  victim  twice  to 
the  College  of  DuPagc  in  the 
conference  race  and  then  in  the 
Region  IV  Divison  III  Tournament. 
College  of  DuPage  would  advance 
to  win  the  NJCAA  Division  III  World 
Series  championship. 

So  far  the  chances  seem  to  be 
improving  for  the  Lady  Wolves  this 
year  with  the  leadership  of  tri- 
captains Glasscock,  Krystal  Himes 
and  Elizabeth  Schultz. 

In  fact  on  March  20,  Glasscock 
emerged  in  a doubleheadcr  against 
Marquette  University  with  14 


strikeouts  and  allowed  only  seven 
hits  during  the  two  games  of  work. 
Her  record  quickly  improved  to  5-5 
with  the  victories,  but  she  also 
showcased  her  offensive  talents 
during  the  performance. 

On  the  day.  Glascock  had  five 
hits  and  four  RBIs  that  included  a 
three-run  blast  which  glided  the  Lady 
Wolves  to  the  game  one  victory.  JJC 
won  the  first  game  10-2,  and  then 
polished  off  a doubleheadcr  sweep 
with  a 6-4  win  in  the  second  game. 

However,  Glasscock  had  plenty 
of  support  throughout  the  day.  With 
an  all-out  offensive  explosion,  Lisa 
Gicrich,  Jill  Yacger,  Stephanie  Sharp. 
Tracy  Phillips  and  Traci  Jasper 
stepped  up  with  their  bats  during  the 
first  game. 

Then  in  the  second,  Sharp, 
Phillips,  Gicrich  and  Himes  all 
ignited  to  drive  in  runs  throughout  a 
six-run  third  inning  to  secure  the 
victory. 


King  notches  400  wins,  Wolves  work  out  the  kinks  behind  pitching

While  most  students  spent  their 
spring  breaks  on  the  beach  or  partying 
with  their  friends,  the  JJC  baseball 
team  was  on  their  annual  spring  break 
trip  to  Nashville,  Tennessee.

“Right  now  we  are  not  hilling  the 
ball  well,"  Wolves  coach  Wayne 
King  said.  and  our  pitching  and 
defense  have  been  adequate." 

There  were  some  JJC  players  who 
had  a very  productive  spring  trip. 
Matt  Eggert  hit  for  over  .300,  and 
sophomore  transfer  Kirk  Bedingcr 
also  played  very  well. 

This  trip  also  helped  the  coaching 
staff  observe  where  adjustments 
needed  to  be  made  in  the  line  up, 

"We  arc  still  trying  to  find  an 
everyday  line-up."  King  said. 

The  team  had  it's  ups  and  downs 
during  the  trip  There  were 


opportunities  to  win  a few  more 
games.  But  this  year's  team  was 
competitive  in  every  game. 

Meanwhile,  Coach  King 
highlighted  the  journey  chalking  up 
his  400th  victory.  The  victory 
bannered  his  successful  13-year 
career  a;  JJC. 

His  achievement  occured  during 
a 8-6  comeback  victory  over 
Columbia  Slate  Community  College. 
The  Wolves  fell  behind  5-2  through 
five  innings,  but  catcher  Art 
Kyriacopoulos,  graduate  of  Lincoln- 
Way  High  School,  sparked  a six-run 
sixth  inning  with  a two-run  blast  for 

The  Herald  News  quoted  King 
after  the  accomplishment,  "As  for 
the  400  victories,  it  all  goes  back  to 
good  student  athletes  and  good 
assistant  coaches.  I've  had  plenty  of 
both." 

Sophomore  Kevin  Skrtich  and 
freshman  Andy  Urbancic  each 
slugged  two-run  doubles  during  the 
game,  while  Eggert  had  an  RBI 

Also  during  (he  trip,  pitching 
appeared  to  be  a strong  point  for  the 
team.  In  seperale  games,  the  Wolves 


had  strong  outings  by  sophomores 
Skrtich.  Dean  Christensen,  Scott 
Lucht,  freshmen  Wes  Anderson  and 
Jake  Prince. 

Returning  from  a medical  red- 
shirt  last  year.  Skrtich  was  MVP  of 
the  N4C  conference  in  1997  with  a 
perfect  7-0  record.  But,  his  first  start 
in  1999  resulted  in  a 3-2  defeat  to 
Columbia  State,  even  though  he 
struck  out  five,  gave  up  six  hits  and 
walked  three  through  six  innings. 

Prince  and  Anderson,  both 
Minooka  graduates,  had  impressive 
colligate  starts  for  the  Wolves.  Prince 
tossed  six  innings  and  gave  up  five 
hits  despite  a 3- 1 defeat  to  Aquinas. 

Meanwhile  Anderson  allowed 
five  hits  in  four-plus  innings  with 
five  strikeouts,  but  the  Wolves 
couldn't  supply  any  offensive 
support.  In  the  end,  Anderson  was 
handed  his  first  loss  of  the  season,  a 
2-1  decision  also  to  Aquinas. 

Overall  it  was  a valid  learning 
experience  for  the  19  freshman  on 
the  team.  The  experience  should  have 
helped  prepare  the  team  and  those 
freshmen  for  the  difficult  North 
Central  Community  College 


Conference  (N4C)  season. 

Currently,  the  Wolves  look  to  be 
back  on  the  war  path  after  a 
doubleheadcr  sweep  of  McHenry 
County  College  on  March  21. 
Bumping  it's  record  to  6-11,  the 
"Wolves  had  sufficient  help 
throughout  the  day. 

Skrtich  (2-2)  blazed  for  seven 
innings,  while  striking  out  four  en 
route  to  a 9-1  victory  in  game  one. 
Then  freshman  Nick  Amato,  graduate 
of  Lemont,  capped  the  sweep  with 
five  strikeouts  in  seven  innings  of 
work  for  his  first  victory  of  the  season. 

A seven-run  fourth  inning 
brightened  the  offensive  spotlight  in 
the  first  game.  Freshman  outfielder 
Ryan  Koerner  stayed  perfect  in  the 
game  with  three  hits  and  two  RBI.

Western  Civilization,  Soviet 
History,  and  Latin  American 
History. 

The  crisis  in  Kosovo  is  spe- 
cial to  Dr.  Cuvalo  because  he 
comes  from  Bosnia-Herzegovina 
and  Eastern  European  history  is 
his  major  field  of  study. 

Department  Chair  of  Social 
and  Behavioral  Sciences,  Dr. 
Robert  Sterling,  introduced 
Cuvalo  at  the  functioa  Before 
handing  the  microphone  to  Dr. 
Cuvalo,  Sterling  asked  him  to 
‘give  us  Kosovo  101.” 

There  were  two  parts  to  Dr. 
Cuvalo’s  presents tioa-a  factual 


history  and  the  meaning  of  it  in 
Kosovo  today.  He  began  by  dis- 
cussing geography  and  the  peo- 
ple that  live  in  the  region. 

He  used  transparencies  to 
show  where  the  Balkan  region  is 
located  and  why  Kosovo  is 
important.  Cuvalo  explained  that 
whoever  controls  that  territory 
controls  the  roads. 

Next  Cuvalo  showed  the 
audience  “who  is  who."  The 
region  in  focus  is  a dizzying 
blend  of  Greeks.  Bulgarians. 
Croatians.  Serbs.  Hungarians. 
Romanians.  Albanians.  Turks. 
Macedonians.  Persians,  and  oth- 

“What  is  important  here  to 
see  is  we  have  a mixture  of  lan- 
guages and  peoples,  and  also  reli- 
gions and  cultures.” 

Just  then,  a member  of  the 
audience  asked.  “What  religion 
are  the  Albanians?"  Cuvalo 
explained  that  Kosovo  is  70-75% 
Moslem.  10-12%  Orthodox,  and 
6-8%  Catholic. 

' Speaking  of  religion.”  says 
Cuvalo.  “many  times  this  is  pre-

really  know  about  Kosovo? 


sented  as  a religious  war.  In  a 
sense,  it  is  wrapped  up  in  that 
somehow." 

However,  he  adds. 

"Albanians  did  not  lack  ideality, 
a national  identity,  regardless  of 
religion.  Albanianism  is  a more 
dominant  feeling  than  being  a 
Moslem.” 

Cuvalo  went  on  to  describe 
the  tribal  roots  of  Albanians  and 
the  advances  they  have  made  cul- 
turally and  educationally  in  the 
last  few  decades.  He  discussed 
the  growth  and  population  of 
Albanians  in  Kosovo  (Albanians 
comprise  1.608.000  of 
Kosovo’si.995.000  citizens). 

The  high  natural  population 
of  Albanians  in  Kosovo  is  part  of 
their  claim  to  the  territory.  Both 
Albanians  and  Serbs  believe  that 
the  land  belongs  to  them  histori- 
cally. 

The  speaker  then  outlined 
the  sequence  of  events  that  have 
led  to  the  current  conflict.  Cuvalo 
explained  the  famous  Battle  of 
Kosovo  in  1389-historically 
insignificant,  but  a “myth  in  his- 


tory" for  the  Serbs  to  this  day.  He 
focused  on  the  political  history  of 
the  last  two  centuries,  including 
Sand  expansions  or  retractions 
resulting  from  various  wars,  and 
the  rises  in  natonalistic  pride  that 
both  Scibs  and  Albanians  have 
experienced. 

After  the  lecture,  Cuvalo 
allowed  questions  from  the  audi- 
ence. 

Curious  participants  asked 
questions  like  “Will  there  be  a 
World  War  III?"  and  “If  Kosovo 
becomes  an  autonomous  state, 
where  will  they  get  their  econom- 
ic power?” 

Someone  else  wondered,  “Is 
Slobodan  Milosevic  a commu- 
nist?” Many  people  were  anx- 
ious to  know  Cuvalo 's  opinion  on 
present  day  occurrences. 

As  people  left  the  presenta- 
tion to  go  back  to  classes  or  jobs, 
one  woman  exclaimed,  “It  was 
excellent!” 

When  asked  why  she  attend- 
ed the  lecture,  student  Kay  Graft 
said,  “So  I could  be  better 
informed  as  to  the  situation,  and 


because  what  you  read  in  tiic 
newspapers  can  be  limited." 
Graff  added.  “5  felt  I had  a more 
rounded  perspective  (after  the 
presentation).'' 

If  you  missed  this  speaker, 
online  resources  are  abundant. 
ABC  News'  “Making  Sense  of 
Kosovo"  and  The  Washington 
Post’s  “Balkan's  Special  Report" 
arc  but  two  excellent  examples.

To  hear 
more  from  Dr.  Cuvalo,  his  books 
arc  available  at  the  JJC  library 
Cuvalo  received  his  B.A.  from 
SL  Francis,  his  M.A.  from  John 
Carroll  University,  and  his  Ph.D 
from  Ohio  State  University.  He 
has  published  two  books  about 
the  region.  The  Croatian  National 
Movement  1966-1972  and  The 
Historical  Dictionary  of  Bosnia 
and  Herzegovina

Tornado  preparedness  month 

JJC’s  Lt.  Kramer  offers  tips  on  bracing 
for  severe  weather 


April  traditionally  has  been 
the  start  of  tornado  season  in 
Northern  Illinois.  Around  here 
tornadoes  are  a terrifying  reality. 
We  cannot  prevent  or  predict 
when  or  where  a tornado  may 
strike.  To  understand  a tornado  a 
little  better,  you  should  know 
what  a tornado  or  a “twisted’ 
really  is. 

Tornadoes  are 
the  most 
destructive 
natural 
phenomenon 
occurring 
frequently  in 
America, 

A tornado  is  a funnel-shaped 
cloud  that  rotates  and  extends 
toward  the  ground  from  the  lower 
portion  of  a thunderstorm  cloud. 
Each  year,  around  1.000  torna- 
does are  reported  in  the  United 
States.  Tornadoes  are  the  most 
destructive  natural  phenomenon 
occurring  frequently  in  America 
Many  people  think  April  is 
the  peak  time  for  tornadoes,  but 


statistics  provided  by  the 
National  Weather  Service  shows 
June  to  be  the  month  of  highest 
activity. 

Another  myth  about  torna- 
does is  that  they  only  occur  in  the 
“Plains  States”  and  the 
"Midwest.”  Tornadoes  can 
develop  in  sny  state  at  almost  any 

WATCH  vs. 
WARNING: 

These  terras  are 
NOT  interchangeable. 

A te-roado  watch  is  issued  by 
the  National  Weather  Service 
when  conditions  are  right  for  a 
tornado  to  form.  Stay  alert  by 
listening  to  a local  radio  station, 
and  be  ready  to  take  shelter  if  a 
tornado  develops. 

A tornado  warning  means  a 
tornado  has  been  spotted  in  your 
immediate  area.  Listen  for  the 
tornado  siren  and  seek  shelter 
immediately.  Everyone  should 
know  the  warning  signal  used  in 
his  or  her  town.  If  a siren  sounds, 
it  means  get  inside  and  take 

Tornadoes  are  most  likely  to 
occur  in  late  afternoon  on  hot. 
humid  spring  and  early  summer 
days.  Just  remember  that  torna- 
does have  occurred  in  every 


month  and  at  all  times  of  the  day 
or  night. 

When  at  home,  put  together 
an  emergency  “storm  kit.”  The 
kit  should  include  candles, 
matches,  a transistor  radio,  flash- 
light, spare  batteries  and  a small 
first  aid  kit  These  items  should 
be  stored  in  water-proof  contain- 
er. Plan  to  have  several  gallons 
of  drinking  water  on  hand  as 
well. 

If  your  home  has  a basement 
and  a tornado  should  occur,  go 
downstairs  and  get  under  some- 
tfrmg  sturdy.  Remain  there  until 
the  threat  subsides. 

If  there  is  no  basement,  seek 
shelter  in  a small  interior  room  in 
the  middle  of  the  house.  Small 
closets  and  bathrooms  are  sug- 
gested. Stay  away  from  outside 
walls  and  windows. 

If  you  live  in  a mobile  home, 
always  remember  a mobile  home 
is  NEVER  safe  during  a violent 
windstorm  such  as  tornado. 
People  who  live  in  mobile  homes 
should  be  especially  aware  of  the 
weather  outside  If  a tornado 
watch  is  announced,  leave  and  go 
immediately  to  a safe  structure. 

Just  as  in  any  emergency,  the 
key  phrase  is  be  prepared.”  A 
tornado  may  never  hit  your  town, 
but  if  it  does,  you  will  be  ready 
for  it  and  know  what  lo  do.

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Wolves’  offense  shifts  into  high  gear  for  season  stretch

It  was  only  a matter  of  time 
before  the  Wolves  offense  awoke 
from  their  early  season  slumber. 
But  when  the  aluminum  sparked, 
the  JJC  baseball  team  simply 
exploded 

As  the  bats  continued  to 
rumble.  JJC  rebounded  from  a 
sluggish  12-15  beginning  season 
mark  to  win  their  last  ll-of-13 
games.  Currently,  the  Wolves 
possess  a 23-17  overall  record, 
and  have  captured  a 5-1  mark  m 
the  N4C. 

But.  nearly  one  month  ago. 
the  team  s offense  was  in  hiber- 
nation. Even  as  the  Wolves  spot- 
ted a 276  team  batting  average  a 
little  over  20  games  into  the  sea- 
sore  they  soon  erupted  to  capture 
a .288  mark  by  their  36th  game 

Since  there  JJC  has  pounded 
out  20  runs  twice,  including  a 
2 1 -8  romp  of  Moraine  Valley  and 
then  a 20-3  thrashing  of  Elgin 
Community  College.  After  the 
final  hit  dropped  the  Wolves 
racked  21  hits  against  Moraine 
Valley,  and  slugged  17  hits 
against  Elgin. 

Through  36  games,  Andy 
Urbancic  leads  the  team  offen- 


sively with  a .425  average  that 
includes  three  home  runs.  26 
RBI.  31  runs  scored  10  doubles 
and  not  to  mention.  20  base-on- 
balls.  In  his  80  at-bats  he  posts 
the  highest  slugging  percentage 
on  the  team  at  .663.  and  has  a 
.569  on-base  percentage. 

Also.  Brian  McDonald  has  a 
.360  average  with  two  home 
runs.  15  RBI  and  19  runs  scored 
after  89  at-bats.  BuL  JJC  has  ten 
players  hitting  above  .270  and 
five  of  those  own  an  average 
higher  than  .340.  Those  five 
players  include  Urbancic, 
McDonald.  Eric  Blaescr  (.342). 
Art  Kyriacopoulous  ( 343)  and 
Kevin  Skrtich  (.360). 

With  the  offense  churning, 
the  pitching  has  some  heavy 
pressure  elevated  from  their 
shoulders.  Sophomore  Scott 
Lucht  has  notched  a 4-2  record 
with  a 2.79  ERA  through  29 
innings  pitched.  Also.  Lucht 
leads  the  Wolves  with  four  saves, 
and  has  limited  the  opposition  to 
a .248  batting  average 

Meanwhile,  freshman  Nick 
Amato  and  Skrtich  are  stifling 
their  opponents,  because  both 
have  combined  for  a total  of  61

No  one 
who  has  ever  worked  on  a publica- 
tion has  ever  made  that  statement 
with  a straight  face. 

Newspaper  work  is  tough  stuff 
for  even  the  most  grizzled  veteran 
of  the  business.  Digging  up  infor- 
mation, writing  stories,  taking  pho- 
tographs and  laying  out  a newspa- 
per arc  challenging  tasks  But  they 
arc  challenging  tasks  that  come 
with  unique  payoffs,  and  that's 
why  newspaper  people  do  what 
they  do. 

When  people  ask  me  what  I 
liked  most  about  the  daily  new  spa- 
per gnnd  when  I was  a reporter  and 
editor,  I always  point  to  the  satis- 
faction I felt  every  day  when  the 
newspaper  came  off  the  press  As  a 
newspaper  person,  you  get  to  see 
the  fruits  of  you  labor  at  the  end  of 
every  day.  You  get  to  hold  it  in 
your  hand,  read  it.  critique  it  and 
pass  it  along  You  get  to  turn  the 
pages  on  tangible  proof  that  you 
worked  that  day.  On  good  days, 
you  leave  the  office  with  a satisfied 
calm.  On  bad  days — well,  you 
know  there's  always  tomorrow 

That’s  the  beauty  of  the  news 
business,  and  that's  why  I still 
occasionally  miss  the  electricity  of 
a newsroom.  Now  I get  my  thrill 
vicariously  through  the  Blazer 
staff — sometimes  they  give  me 
more  thrills  than  I need,  but  that's 
okay,  too. 

For  the  second  year  in  a row, 
Blazer  staff  members  have 
returned  from  the  Illinois 
Community  College  Journalism 
Association  conference  with 
awards  in  their  hands  I am  proud 
of  their  accomplishments.  Editor 
Carole  Shanvarko.

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Adults  earn  college  credit  for  learning  about  themselves

“Adults  often  sell  themselves 
short,”  says  Sue  Dailey,  a Joliet 
Junior  College  student.  “Life  expe- 
rience is  a real  value  that  can  be 
transferred  into  college  credit.” 
Dailey  is  one  of  the  fust  four 
students  who  recently  received 
college  credit  from  JJC  for  prior 
learning  experience.  She  received 
10  credits  from  her  initial  portfolio 
submission 

In  the  portfolio  development 
class,  GSD  103,  students  leam 
how  to  compile  their  life  experi- 
ences into  a portfolio  to  earn  col- 
lege credit. 

Prior  learning  can  come  from 
a variety  of  experiences  "job  or 
community  service,  hobbies,  semi- 
nars and  workshops."  says  Carol 
Gordon  JJC  portfolio  Instructor

According  to  Gordon,  the 
portfolio  class  is  new  to  JJC.  It  was 
first  offered  during  the  spring 
semester  of  1998.  Because  stu- 
dents have  one  year  to  submit  their 
portfolio  these  students  arc  now 
receiving  credit,  she  explains 

College  credit  for  life  experi- 
ence is  gaining  acceptance  in  aca- 
demia 'There  has  been  an 
increase  of  area  schools  accepting 
portfolio  classes."  Gordon  says. 

Students  leam  how  to  put 
together  their  portfolios  during  the 
course  "It  is  an  involved  process, 

. but  with  support  form  the  GSD 
103  class  it  is  very  manageable, 
Gordon  says.  She  explains  that  stu- 
dents leam  how  to  match  their  life 
experiences  with  the  course  con-

tent  as  described  in  the  college  cat- 
alog. When  the  portfolio  is  fin- 
ished. the  student  submits  it  to  the 
faculty  member  who  teaches  that 
course. 

Dailey  says,  "The  class  was 
very  useful  in  recognizing  the 
many  alternatives  for  earning 
classroom  credit.” 

“The  class  was  very  helpful  in 


identifying  your  skills,"  says  Bob 
Hoffman,  a JJC  student  who  15 
CIS  credits  for  his  portfolio.  He 
also  states  that  he  found  it  helpful 
to  network  with  the  other  students. 

For  Dailey,  shared  learning 
was  also  the  key  that  made  the 
class  worthwhile.  Dailey  says. 
“The  course  is  fabulous.  It  afforded 
us  the  lime  to  network  and  share 
ideas  ” She  says  she  learned  about 
other  options  such  as  CLEP,  Dante, 
and  proficiency  exams  from  the 
experiences  of  other  students 
Adult  learning  theory  is  also 
studied  in  the  course.  “The  class 
focuses  on  how  adults  leam  differ- 
ently than  traditional  students." 
Gordon  says.  “Students  are  taught 
to  appreciate  different  teaching  and 
learning  styles,  creative  time  man- 
agement and  how  to  identify  multi- 
ple intelligences.” 

Both  Hoffman  and  Dailey 
describe  Gordon  as  a coach.

Hoffman  says,  "she  is  like  a moth- 
er hen.  She  nudges  you  along, 
pushing  you  to  complete  your  port- 
folio." 

GSD  103  is  a three-credit  hour 
class  which  is  prerequisite  for  sub- 
mitting the  portfolio.  Credits  from 
this  class  may  be  applied  toward  an 
associate  degree.  Students  enrolled 
in  GSD  103  are  not  required  to  sub- 


mit a portfolio.  Students  must  com- 
plete a rough  draft  for  one  class  in 
order  to  get  credit  for  the  course. 

According  to  Gordon.  JJC 
charges  a flat  fee  of  SI 50  for  sub- 
mitting a portfolio  regardless  of  the 
number  of  credits  earned.  JJC  cur- 

maximum  of  30  semester  hours  for 
all  prior  learning.  Gordon  says, 
“not  every  class  is  available  for 
portfolio.  Students  can  usually 
portfolio  business  and  technical 
classes;  for  the  other  classes  there 
are  CLEP  or  proficiency  tests.” 

"Adult  students  are  self-direct- 
ed." says  Gordon.  ‘They  just  need 
encouraging."  The  portfolio  class 
fulfills  that  need  by  helping  adult 
students  obtain  a degree  in  less 
time  by  giving  them  credit  for  life 
experience. 

GSD  103  will  be  offered  dur- 
ing the  summer  and  fall  semesters 
of  1999.

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Disaster  in  the  heartland  sparks  debate  about  the  ‘unwritten  rule’ 


Simply,  it  left  me  shaking  my 
head  in  confusion. 

Lured  in  a early  morning 
trance  while  driving  to  school,  I 
listened  to  a popular  sports  radio 
show  start  a brief  discussion  on  an 
strange  . and  unfortunate  story  of, 
well,  stupidity  in  college  baseball. 

Waiting  in  anticipation  for  the 
opening  pitch,  Evansville's  lcadoff 
hitter  Anthony  Molina  waved  a few 
warm-up  swings  just  before  facing 
Missouri  Valley  Conference  foe, 
the  Wichita  State  Shockers. 

According  to  the  Wichita 
Eagle,  Molina  stood  approximately 
25  feel  from  home  plate  while 
warming  up;  then  he  relaxed  and 
gazed  into  right  field. 

Subsequently,  Wichita  State 
star  pitcher  Ben  Christensen 
pegged  the  unsuspecting  Molina  in 
the  head  because  he  believed 
Molina  was  too  close  to  the  plate 
and  was  timing  his  pitches.

The  aftermath  left  Molina, 
from  Moline.  111.,  with  a one-inch 
gash  above  his  left  eye.  a broken 
check  bone,  possibly  damaged 
vision  and  an  uncertain  future  in 
baseball. 

“My  main  concern  right  now 
is  about  seeing  agaia"  Molina  told 
an  Associated  Press  reporter. 
"They  told  me  that  my  vision  is 
20/400  in  my  left  eye.  and  that 
there’s  a chance  I may  never  get 
my  vision  all  the  way  back 


I always  thought  that  when  I quit 
playing  baseball  it  would  be  my 
decision.  Now  I may  not  have  a 

Considering  the  many  ques- 
tions still  unanswered,  the  first  one 
that  arises  should  appear  basic  for 
any  baseball  person.  Why  didn't 
Christensen  ask  the  umpire  to 
move  Molina  into  the  on-deck  cir- 
cle? 

Being  a sports  correspondent 
for  a local  daily  newspaper.  I was 
recently  attending  a high  school 
baseball  game  where  the  umpire 
told  several  players  to  back  away 
from  the  plate  while  the  pitcher 
completed  their  pre-inning  warm- 

During  the  umpire’s  requests, 
the  players  simply  did  not  realize 
they  were  that  close  to  the  plate. 
And  every  time,  each  player  polite- 
ly walked  back  to  the  on»deck  cir- 
cle. 

In  fact  in  one  case  during  the 
same  game,  the  pitcher  asked  the 
umpire  to  move  a hitter  into  the  on- 
deck  circle.  At  the  time  I thought 
its  meaning  was  to  protect  the  hit- 
ter from  a wild  pitch,  but  1 forgot 
about  the  ‘unwritten  rule.’ 

In  regard  to  the  opposing 
pitcher,  this  rule  states  a batter 
should  reserve  their  distance  to 
home  plate  as  the  pitcher  warms 
up.  However,  in  cases  like 
Molina's,  the  batter  is  too  close  and 
the  pitcher  has  the  option  to  brush 
him  back. 

But  was  Molina  too  close? 

And  was  he  timing  pitches? 

Some  estimates,  from  the 
Wichita  Eagle  to  the  Associated 
Press,  range  Molina’s  distance 
from  15  to  35  feet  from  the  plate. 

Honestly.  15  feet  may  be  a lit- 
tle close.  But  if  Molina  was  any 
further  away  (Iran  that.  Christensen 
should  face  more  than  the  four 
game  suspension  he  was  initially 
given. 

"I  have  no  understanding  of  an 
unwritten  rule  like  that  when  a 
player  is  standing  25  feet  from 
home  plate."  Evansville  coach  Jim 
Brownlee  said.  “What  is  most 


upsetting  to  me  is  the  insinuation 
that  Anthony  was  too  close  to  the 
plate  or  where  he  was  not  sup- 
posed to  be.  I can't  even  compre- 
hend it." 

He’s  not  the  only  one. 

But,  according  to  Associated 
Press,  Molina  still  claims  he  was 
not  timing  Christensen's  pitches 

“1  was  not  even  close  enough 
to  time  pitches,  and  if  I had  been.

the  ball  would’ve  hit  me  in  the 
right  eye,  because  I’m  left  hand- 
ed," said  Molina  “I  was  looking 
down  at  my  bat  when  he  threw  it.” 

Following  the  incident, 
Molina  filed  assault  charges,  and 
rightfully  so. 

Is  that  being  loo  harsh? 

Not  in  the  least  because  the 
throw  was  intentional,  just  as  if 
someone  were  swinging  their  fist. 
If  any  pitcher.  Roger  Clemens  or 
Ben  Christensen,  was  throwing  at 
a player  that  was  at  least  15  feet 
away,  without  at  least  asking  the 
umpire  to  move  him,  they  deserve 
the  same. 

Besides,  considering  that 
Christensen  is  rated  one  of  the  top 
pitchers  in  collegiate  baseball,  not 
to  mention  being  a starter  for  the 
seventh  ranked  team  in  the  nation 
I sincerely  do  not  believe  that 


Molina  would  have  gained  an 
advantage  if  he  was  timing  pitches. 
Mainly  because  Molina  already 
smacked  two  home  runs  against 
Christensen  in  previous  meetings. 
In  fact,  the  last  homer  was  almost 
exactly  one  year  ago. 

“I  saw  the  whole  thing  and  I 
never  seen  anything  like  it"  said 
Brownlee.  "I  don’t  know  why  the 
best  pitcher  in  college  baseball 
would  ever  do  that." 

Currently,  MVC  commission- 
er Doug  Elgin  is  expected  to  make 
a decision  to  Christensen’s  fate 
after  further  investigation. 
Although,  recent  reports  from  the 
Wichita  Eagle  say  Christensen  will 
be  suspended  for  the  rest  of  the 
season. 

"There’s  no  excuse  whatsoev- 
er for  hitting  him,"  Wichita  State 
head  coach  Gene  Stephenson  told 
the  Wichita  Eagle  “Absolutely 
none.  There  is  no  excuse  and  I 
do  not  know  why.” 

Tell  that  to  Anthony  Molina.

On  April  ninth  I made  r 
annual  trek  to  Comiskey  Park  to 
see  the  While  Sox  on  opening  day 
I got  up  to  the  stadium  and  wit- 
nessed all  the  sights  and  sounds 
which  make  baseball  our  national 
pastime. 

The  vendors  yelling  "get  your 
programs.”  the  marching  band 
marching  into  the  stadium,  and  the 
sounds  of  thousands  of  fans  enter- 
ing the  ballpark.  But  upon  entering 
the  stadium,  grabbing  a hot  dog 
and  pop.  and  getting  to  my  seat,  my 
cheers  turned  to  jeers.  I sat  dow  n

I figured  that  this  was  just  due 
to  the  fact  that  1 got  to  the  game  a 
little  early  I was  sure  that  the  rest 
of  the  fans  would  arrive  soon 
enough. 

But  once  the  game  started  and

I became  a bit 
upset.  Why  is  it  that  fans  refuse  to 
come  out  and  watch  these  guys 
play? 

I remember  in  1993  when  the 
Sox  were  on  their  way  to  winning 
the  A.L  West  title.  Comiskey  Park 
was  packed  every  night.  Now,  the 
Sox  are  lucky  if  they  get  40.000 
fans  for  a three  game  series  When 
did  this  fan  revolt  begin?  I would 
have  to  say  that  this  began  the  year 
following  the  baseball  strike  of 
1994. 

I remember  the  media  saying 
that  the  lack  of  fan  support  was  due 
to  the  public  backlash  towards  the 
players  and  owners  due  to  the 
strike.  But  in  the  years  since  the 
strike  almost  every  other  team  has 
regained  its  prc-stnke  attendance 
average  while  the  Sox  attendance 
is  around  15.000  fans  a game 

Why  arc  the  White  Sox  the 
exception  to  this?  Even  in  1997 
when  the  Sox  were  less  than  five 
games  out  of  first  place,  the  fans 
were  still  no  where  in  sight.  Is  it 
because  the  fans  are  angry  at  man- 
agement for  dismissal  of  fan

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Board  cuts  ties  with  Foundation

The  JJC  Board  of  Trustees  has 
severed  ties  with  the  JJC 
Foundation,  the  school's  main 
source  of  scholarship  money.  A 
motion  of  ‘no  confidence’  regard- 
ing the  Foundation  resulted  in  a 4- 
3 vote  in  favor  of  the  motion  to  cut  - 
off  the  Foundation's  assistance. 

The  Foundation  is  made  up  of 
a group  of  local  volunteers,  some 
alumni  and  others  simply  members 
of  the  community,  that  organized  to 
petition  for  money  creating  schol- 


arships for  JJC  students.  The 
Foundation  was  never  under  school 
rule,  but  did  use  some  school  funds 
and  resources.  According  to 
Director  of  Community  Relations 
D.J.  Wells,  though,  the  vote 
“affirmed  that  college  resources 
that  arc  use  by  the  Foundation  arc 
to  be  cut  off  " 

The  school’s  Office  of 
Institutional  Advancement,  which 
performs  similar  functions,  raising 
money  for  scholarships  and  pro- 
grams. formerly  took  its  direction 


from  the  Foundauoit  and  accord- 
ing to  Wells,  the  two  groups 
worked  together,  through  aid  of  a 
laison.  to  benefit  JJC  and  its  stu- 
dents 

No  jobs  were  lost  in  the  deci- 
sion but  it  is  now  uncertain  where 
the  two  groups  will  go  from  here. 

“They  Jthc  Foundation]  can 
continue  to  do  what  they  want," 
remarked  Wells,  "as  long  as  they 
can  do  it  without  the  aid  of  the  col- 
lege" 

When  asked  what  the  motive 


may  have  been  behind  the  dccisioa 
which  may  affect  the  amount  of 
scholarships  the  school  can  give 
out,  Wells  said  simply,  "1  can't 
answer  that." 

However,  Trustee  Board 
President  John  Hcrtko  publicly 
criticized  Foundation  members  last 
spring  for  actively  supporting  his 
two  opponents  The  Foundation 
members  said  they  were  acting  as 
private  citizens;  but  Hcrtko  said,  in 
becoming  involved  in  a political 
race,  they  stepped  over  the  line.

Vet-Tech  building  prepares  JJC  for  next  millennium 


The  Vet-Tech  building  current- 
ly under  construction  is  scheduled 
to  be  completed  and  classes  arc 
scheduled  to  begin  by  mid-January 
2000.  The  16.000  square-foot 
building  is  going  to  house  the 
school's  newly  created  Veterinary 
Technicians  program  and  to  pro- 
vide additional  classroom  space  for 
some  of  the  college's  industrial 
training  programs  The  construction 
bid  by  Ashlar  Builders  LLC  of 
Lombard  which  includes  construc- 
tion, architectural  engineering  and 
contingency  fees,  came  to 
S2.762.751 

“This  new  building  is  yet 
another  example  of  our  efforts  to 
develop  and  offer  programs  and 
services  that  arc  viable  for  the  new 
millennium."  staled  President  J D 
Ross  dunng  the  groundbreaking 
ceremony  “This  new  building  w ill 
be  a conduit  through  which  our  stu- 
dents will  pass  lo  rewarding  and 
well-paying  professional  futures." 

“This  new  facility  will  be  an 
investment  in  the  future."  noted 
JJC  Board  Cairman  Dr  John 
Hertko  "JJC  students  and  local 
business  and  industry  throughoul 
the  college's  district  will  reap  the 
profits  of  this  investment  in  the 


form  of  educational  training  and 
retraining  programs  " 

The  Veterinary  Technicians 
program  is  a fairly  unique  program

There  is  a new  club  hitting 
JJC's  Mainstreet-  the  Bike  Club. 
They’re  all  about  having  fun  out- 
doors- having  barbeques,  playing 
frisbee,  hackeysack,  football,  bas- 
ketball. listening  to  music,  just 
hanging  out,  or  of  course,  riding 
their  bikes. 

“Bike  Club  is  not  just  for  peo- 
ple who  ride  bikes.  It’s  for  people 
who  like  to  be  outside  and  have 
fun,"  said  Aaron  Romero.  Bike 
Club  president. 

They  plan  to  have  several  bar- 
beques and  bike-riding  trips,  a race 
at  JJC  towards  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  at  least  one  really  big  biking 
trip  at  the  end  of  the  year  Where 
the  trip’s  destination  will  be 
depends  on  how  much  money  they 
can  raise  before  then. 

"The  farther  west,  the  better, 
and  the  more  expensive.  If  we 
can’t  afford  California,  then  we’ll 
try  for  Nevada,  Colorado,  Dakota, 
getting  closer  and  closer  to  Illinois 
with  the  less  money  we  have."  said 
Romero. 

According  to  Romero,  biking 
is  one  of  the  most  hated  sports 
because  "we  ruin  trails.  We  make  it 
hard  for  people  to  walk  on  trails 


because  we  zoom  by  them.  People 
try  to  limit  where  we  can  go 
because  of  this,  but  it's  not  our 
fault  they  get  in  our  way.” 

To  protect  their  image  and  the 
environment.  Bike  Club  is  consid- 
ering joining  the  Imba  Biking 
Association  and  T.U.R.F.  Imba  is  a 
worldwide  organization,  based  in 
Colorado,  that  is  dedicated  to  trail 
maintenance  and  opening  closed 
trails  to  "anybody  and  everybody.” 
T.U.R.F.  is  a smaller  organization 
that  concentrates  on  opening  and 
maintaining  Illinois  trails. 

"Illinois  has  some  of  the 
fastest  closing  biking  trails.  The 
trails  are  few  to  begin  with,  and 
they  keep  getting  less  and  less," 
Romero  said.There  are  five  differ- 
ent kinds  of  bikers,  as  defined  by 
Romero-  Cyclists,  Freestylers, 
BMXers,  Mountain  Bikers,  and 
Psychocrossers. 

Cyclists  ride  around  on  the 
road,  Freestylers  do  tricks  like  flip- 
ping, spinning,  and  falling  on  their 
heads,  BMXers  do  tricks  in  the  dirt 
and  fall  on  their  head,  and 
Mountain  Bikers  do  a lot  of  off- 
road biking  downhill,  cross  coun- 
try, around  rocks,  and  into  trees. 

"It's  not  hard  to  hit  trees,  espe-

cially  if  you’re  going  down  hill  in 
the  mud  and  your  tires  don’t  stop. 
Trees  are  not  mountain  bikers’ 
friends."  said  Romero. 

Psychocrossers  do  everything 
mountain  bikers  do,  only  they  use 
thicker  tires  not  designed  for  the 
roadbikes  they  use.  Psychocross 
biking  is  extremely  dangerous 
because  “the  bike  could  fall  apart 
while  someone  is  riding  down  a hill 
at  45  mph." 

Romero  said  he  started  off  as 


someone  "very,  very  scared"  to 
ride  bikes,  and  didn’t  become  a 
hardcore  biker  until  after  he  went 
to  the  hospital  for  not  wearing  a 
helmet.  Now,  he  says,  “I’m  a 
mountain  biker  24/7.” 

“Aaron  says,  ‘Always  wear 
your  helmet,”’  Romero  adds. 

Romero  recommends  that 
beginning  bikers  go  to  a bike  shop 
to  purchase  an  entry-level  bike 
priced  between  four  hundred  and 
six  hundred  dollars.

‘Playing  By  Heart’  speaks  from  the  heart

“Playing  By  Heart”  is  a bril- 
liant, moving  film  with  a cast 
including  everyone  and  their  moth- 
er. This  movie  is  a new  release  on 
video  that  was  slammed  by  the 
critics  back  when  it  hit  theaters — 
heck,  1 don.’t  even  remember  it  in 
the  theaters — but  let  me  tel!  you 
how  wrong  the  critics  were.

The  film  focuses  on  six  very 
different  couples  and  the  problems 
each  of  the  characters  have  with 
intimacy.  Each  couple  is  connected 
to  one  another,  and  for  the  majori- 
ty of  the  movie,  it’s  an  amusing 
game  to  figure  out  how. 

If  you’re  not  into  the  whole 
deep  storyline — or  relationships 
want  to  make  you  wretch — then 
sec  it  for  your  favorite  actors/ 
actresses  like  Gillian  Anderson,.

Dixie  Chicks 

"Fly" 

Hinting:  ****  1/4-11 

The  most  anticipated  country 
album  of  the  year  is  out,  and  has 
proven  to  be  worth  the  wait. 

The  Dixie  Chicks’  “Fly”  will 
sell  millions  of  units,  and  wall 
deserve  them  all.  The  “Chicks”  still 
speak  in  fluent  twang  as  they  avoid 
the  mainstream  vascuum  that  has 
captures  Shard  a.  Faith  and  other 
country  counterparts. 

“Fly”  attempts  to  cany  the 
same  level  of  emotion  that  their 
debut  alburn  (Wide  Open  Spaces”) 
packed.  However,  the  emotion  on 
this  album  is  happiness  rather  than 
heartache. 

As  a result,  the  ballads  on  this 
album  don’t  some  near  those  on 
“Wide.  . .”  That’s  not  to  say  that 
they  are  not  good.  “Cowboy  Take 
Me  Away”  is  musically  superior  to 
most  of  the  first  album’s  ballads. 
“Without  You”  is  also  effective. 

This  song  does  not  feed  us  the 
typical  “without  yeti,  I can’t  go  on, 
1 can’t  eat  or  think,  etc.”  exhausted 
ideas.  Instead,  the  chorus  begins, 
“Without  you,  I’m  nofokay.”  This 
is  incredibly  effective  and  “affec- 
tive.” 


it  is  very  real  and  veiy  emo- 
tional. There  is  nothing  that  hits  me 
like  a girl  who  says  “no”  when  you 
ask  her  if  she’s  okay. 

The  dosing  track,  “Let  Him 
Fly,”  is  absolutely  beautiful.  But 
the  biggest  surprise  Is  so  infectious 
that  you  ignore  that  Natalie  Mairtes 
snuggles  to  hold  on  to  a note.  She 
is  not  the  most  technically  sound 
lead  singer  in  the  universe,  but  she 
is  one  of  the  most  fun.  - 

She  gives  extra  life  to  the 
hilarious  “Goodbye  Earl”  with  all 
kinds  of  appalling  comments.  The 
song  is  about  an  abused  wife  who 
does  away  with  her  husband 
(sounds  hilarious,  huh). 

“Sin  Wagon”  is  another  chance 
for  her  to  be  sassy  and  an  opportu- 
nity for  Msrtie  (fiddle,  viola)  and 
Emily  (banjo,  lap  steel,  dobro)  to 
flex  some  musical  muscle.  The 
picking  here  is  fabulous. 

Natalis  strikes  again  with  this 
gem:  “Do  a little  mattress  dancin’ .

Injured  pitcher  leads  Lady  Wolves

Despite  a sprained  ankle, 
Wolves  softball  pitcher  Dawn 
Glasscock  led  her  team  to  a second 
place  finish  in  the  NJCAA 
Division  III  National  Tournament 
in  Arnold,  Md„  last  May. 

After  two  wins  the  first  day  — 
defeating  Rochester,  Minn.  7-0  and 
Anne  Arundel  2-0  — the  Lady 
Wolves  opened  the  finals  by 
defeating  Orange  County,  N.Y.  2-1 
and  Delta.  Mich.,  Community 
College  9-1.  Delta  rallied  in  the 
final  game,  however,  defeating  the 
Wolves  3-0. 

Glasscock,  a right-handed 
pitcher  from  Lockport  High 
School,struck  out  four,  walked  one 
and  allowed  eight  hits  in  the 
Orange  County  game.  In  the  first 
Delta  game,  she  set  a new,  single- 
game tournament  record  with  an 
incredible  13  strikeouts,  allowing 
only  two  hits  and  three  walks. 

In  the  final  Delta  game, 
Glasscock  punched  out  1 1 players, 
walked  one  and  gave  up  three  hits. 
Two  of  those  three  hits,  however, 
were  home  runs. 

“She  is  the  most  dominant 
player  I have  ever  coached,''  soft- 
ball  coach  Jack  Smith  said  of  his 
star  pitcher.  Smith  has  coached  the 
team  for  seven  years.

son with  a 28-15  record,  tallying

Himes  and  third  baseman  Lisa 
Gierich  were  named  to  the  all-tour- 
nament team.

Wolves  football  tackles  50th  year

Look  close  and  you’ll  see  a 
new  patch  on  the  Wolves'  jerseys 
this  year  as  they  take  to  the  gridiron 
of  Joliet  Memorial  Stadium. 

While  JJC  nears  its  Centennial 
in  2001,  the  Wolves  football  team 
will  celebrate  its  Golden 
Anniversary  this  season.  The  patch, 
designed  by  Head  Coach  Matt 
Kalb,  commemorates  both  the 
team’s  history  and  the  school’s  rap- 
idly-approaching  1 00th  anniver- 

"We  are  extremely  proud  to  be 
celebrating  our  15th  year  of  play- 
ing football  here  at  Joliet  Junior 
College,"  said  Director  of  Athletics 
and  1997  football  head  coach 
Wayne  King.  "We  hope  to  have  it 
for  another  50  years,  too." 

In  those  50  years,  the  Wolves 
have  seen  their  fair  share  of  ups 
and  downs. 

The  team  started  small,  but 
accomplished  a big  7-1  record  in  its 
first  season  in  1950,  under  the 
guidance  of  Head  Coach  Herm 
Walser. 

Jack  Ostrem,  an  offensive 
tackle,  linebacker,  and  captain  of 
that  first  team,  remembers  those 
early  days:  "We  had  something  like 
27  players  that  first  year. 
Everybody  played  both  sides 
(offense  and  defense).” 

In  the  team’s  history,  it  has 
seen  1 1 different  coaches.  After 
nine  years  of  service,  Walser  hand- 
ed off  to  Gil  Bell,  who  would  later 
move  on  to  become  a Director  of

Athletics  at  JJC.  Jeny  Yost,  the 
team's  winningest  coach,  took  over 
in  the  fall  of  1968.  Under  Yost’s  16 
seasons  of  leadership,  the  Wolves 
won  97  games  and  either  won  or 
shared  seven  conference  champi- 
onships. 

Kalb  took  the  helm  of  the  team 
last  year,  in  which  the  Wolves 
wrapped  the  season  with  a 5-4 

A number  of  Kalb's  players 
ranked  high  in  N4C  stats,  most 
notably  Madell  Peters,  who  led  the 
conference  in  individual  mshing 
with  81  carries  for  439  yards,  and 
Jason  Fleming,  topping  the  chart 
with  the  most  sacks  at  six. 

Perhaps  a reflection  on  the 
growth  of  the  school,  the  team  has 
grown  to  67  players  strong,  more 


than  doubling  in  size  since 
Walser's  Wolves  first  took  the 
field. 

The  Wolves  have  seen  four 
championship  games  in  their  half- 
century  of  battles,  starting  with  the 
Little  Rose  Bowl  in  1951. 

They  may  have  lost  the  game, 
but  it  was  a tremendous  accom- 
plishment for  a team  only  two 
years  old. 

The  Wolves  then  competed  in 
the  inaugural  Midwest  Bowl  in 
1974.  JJC  hosted  Minnesota’s 
Normandale  Community  College 
at  Joliet  Memorial  Stadium  in  that 
contest. 

The  game  proved  to  be  the 
Wolves’  only  loss  that  season. 

The  Wolves  did  not  allow  a 
second  opportunity  to  slip  through 
their  fingers,  however,  and  they 
defeated  another  Minnesota  school, 
Rochester  Community  College,  37- 
14  in  the  1976  Midwest  Bowl.  In 
that  game,  the  ferocious  Wolves 
racked  up  seven  turnovers  and  six 
quarterback  sacks. 

The  last  time  the  team  saw  a 
bowl  game  was  the  1981  Royal 
Crown  Cola  Bowl  in  Cedar  Falls, 
Iowa.  The  Wolves  posted  a 10-2 
record  that  season. 

Several  notable  people  have 
been  Wolves  in  the  past,  including 
a former  mayor  of  Joliet.  The  late 
John  Bourg  was  the  Wolves’  quar- 
terback in  1950  and  1951.  Playing 
alongside  Bourg  were  Bob  Brophy, 
a past  Joliet  Fire  Chief,  and  Tom 
Streitz,  a local  dentist  for  over  40

years.  Dr.  John  Hertko,  a board 
trustee  for  JJC  District  525,  was  a 
lineman  for  the  Wolves.  He  earned 
second-team  all-American  honors 
in  1972. 

The  Wolves  have  had  several 
players  earn  National  Junior 
College  Athletic  Association  all- 
American  first-team  selections. 
Lineman  Vernon  Voss  made  the  cut 
in  the  fell  of  1963,  followed  by 
tight  end  Craig  Phelan  in  1974. 

T\vo  years  later,  both  defensive 
back/running  back  Jerry 
Washington  and-  linebacker  Don 
“Fuzzy"  Thurston  were  honored.  In 
1997,  NJCAA  All-American  run- 
ning back  Harold  “The  Glider” 
Brown  was  elected  to  the  NJCAA 
Football  Hall  of  Fame. 

A 1982  NJCAA  All-American, 


tight  end  Casper  “Cap”  Boso,  went 
on  to  play  two  years  of  football  at 
the  University  of  Illinois  in 
Champaign  before  playing  for  the 
Chicago  Bears.  He  was  the  first  of 
two  Wolves  to  join  the  NFL  profes- 
sional ranks. 

The  second,  1989-90  receiver 
Derrell  Mitchell,  is  currently  a 
wide  receiver  for  the  Chicago 
Bears.  Mitchell  scored  l9  touch- 
downs and  caught  90  passes  for 
1,3 18  yards  during  his  JJC  football 

It  has  been  a rich  and  varied  50 
years  for  the  Wolves,  and  only  time 
will  tell  what  the  next  50  years  has 
in  store  for  them.  But  regardless  of 
their  record,  they  will  always 
belong  to  JJC,  and  the  school  will 
always  be  proud  to  have  them. 


Rough  season  spikes  Lady  Wolves

With  an  overall  record  of  1-8,

The  Wolves  opened  their 
fiftieth  season  with  a dominating 
41-20  victory  over  Rock  Valley 
Community  College  on  Sept.  4, 
but  fell  14-6  to  the  College  of 
DuPage  and  45-35  to  Harper 
College  in  the  following  weeks. 
This  sets  the  Wolves  record  at 
-2  overall  and  1-2  within  their 
conference,  which  also  includes 
Grand  Rapids  Community 
College  in  Michigan,  Rock  Valley, 
COD.  and  Harper  College.  The 
Wolves  will  travel  to  Michigan 
Saturday,  Sept  25,  to  meet  Grand 
jRapids  CC. 

The  season  opener  went 
strong  for  the  Wolves,  who 
opened  the  game  with  a 62-yard 
kick  return  by  freshman  comer- 
back  Eric  Gardner.  That  initial 
touchdown  set  the  pace  of  the 
game,  in  which  the  Wolves  tallied 
total  of  448  yards  against  the 
Eagles.  Freshman  tailback 
Terrance  Banks  accounted  for  a 
full  fourth  of  those  yards  at  1 12  on 
20  carries,  scoring  two  touch- 
downs in  the  process. 

On  defense,  freshman  line- 
backer Ashea  Roberson  shattered 
the  Eagles  offensive  line  to  make 
quarterback  sacks. 


However,  whatever  fueled 
the  Wolves’  thirst  for  t?lood  in  that 
first  game  seems  to  have  aban- 
doned them. 

On  Sept.  1 1 , the  Wolves  wem 
up  the  road  to  Glen  Ellyn  to  tack- 
le COD,  only  to  find  themselves 
on  defense  through  much  of  the 

Their  only  touchdown  in  the 
14-6  loss  was  scored  by  safety 
Nick  Meents  on  a three  yard  pass 
interception. 

The  following  week  the 
Wolves  hosted  Harper  College 
Hawks  for  the  home  opener.  The 
offense  tallied  443  yards  and  gave 
away  only  one  interception,  but 
the  defense  was  off  the  pace, 
resulting  in  the  45-35  loss. 

After  the  Michigan  trip,  the 
Wolves  will  have  a shot 
rematch  against  COD,  this 
facing  them  at  home  on  Oct.  2 
On. Oct.  9,  they  go  to  Palatine  for 
a second  game  against  Harper 
College,  and  then  host  Rock 
Valley  at  home  on  Oct.  16. 

The  wolf  is  a ferocious  and 
tenacious  animal  that  does 
like  to  lose:  perhaps  on  these 
rematches  the  Wolves  will  recap- 
ture the  feral  hunger  of  their 
namesakes.

On  Sept  24,  5959,  at  approxi- 
mately 11:30  a. m.  students,  staff 
members  and  faculty  were  asked  to 
leave  the  school  and  wait  in  the 
school  parking  lots.  This  was  tic 
drill,  but  a bomb  threat. 

„ Dr.  A!an  Hardeisen,  vice  pres- 
ident for  Student  Services,  and 
Steven  Bennett,  chief  of  Campus 
Police,  said  the  threat  came  in  to 
the '.switchboard  daring  mid-morn- 
ing and  the  operator  took  “appro- 
.priate  actions  following  proce- 
dures” while  handling  the  call. 
Campus  police  and  the  Joliet 


Police  Department  were  notified. 

“They  responded  well  to  our 
caii  for  assistance,  and  they  aug- 
mented our  department,”  said 
Bennett.  This  was  the  first  bomb 
threat  that  either  Hardessen  or 
Bennett  have  heard  of  at  JJC  in 
“eight  or  nine  years.” 

Only  after  a thorough  sweep  of 
main  campus,'  north  campus  and 
the  city  center  turned  up  nothing 
were  student,  staff  and  faculty 
allowed  to  renter  the  building. 

JJC  Campus  Police  will  con- 
tinue to  investigate  .fee  bomb 
threat,  and  any  students  who  have 


information  that  may  help  in  the 
investigation  are  strongly  utged  to 
contact  Bennett  at  extension  9030. 
Campus  police  will  follow  up  any 
leads  given  to  them. 

JJC  President  J.D.  Ross  said 
that  the  school  is  taking  the  treat 
very  seriously. 

“If  [we  findj  the  pcsson  who 
did  it  [made  the  threat],  we  plan  to 
pursue  it  as  full  as  possible, 
depending  bn  who’s  involved," 
said  JJC  President  J.D.  Ross.  “If 
It’s  a student,  we’re  going  to  use 
the  full  power  of  the  student  code 
of  conduct  If  it’s  an  employee 


wc’il  address  it  through  our 
employee  polices  and  if  it  came 
[from]  outside  the  institution,  then 
we’ll  pursue  it  through  the  legal 
system.  We  may  pursue  it  through 
the  legal  system  regardless  of  who 
did  it,  but  we  will  pursue  it.  This  is 
beyond  a prank." 

Ross,  Bennett  and  Harricrscn 
aS!  praised  students,  staff  and  facul- 
ty members  for  responding  so  well 
So  the  evacuation  during  peak  time 
at  all  three  campuses.  Joliet  Police 
Department  also  stated  it  was  the 
smoothest  evacuation  they  ever 
observed. 


Student  housing  options  discussed

On-campus  student  housing 
possibilities  for  JJC  students  are 
currently  being  discussed.  If  and 
when  the  Board  approves  the  pro- 
posal currently  being  worked  on, 
then  the  project  will  be  open  for 
bid. 

For  now,  “this  is  something 
that  we.  believe  needs  1©  be 
researched  further,"  said  Dr.  Alan 
Hardereon,  Vice  President  for 
Student  Services,  who  is  on  the 
Building  and  Housing  Committee. 

Student  housing  <.uuiu  benefit 
both  the  college  as  well  as  the  stu- 
dents in  many  ways  if  the  options 
being  discussed  are  implemented. 

Pluses  for  student  tenants  that 
could  be  included  in  this  plan 
include  a possible  clubhouse  with  a 
pool,  volleyball  and  tennis  courts,  a 
computer  lab.  coordination  with 
existing  on-campus  food  services 
options,  assistance  with  utility  and 
rent  deposits,  and  coordination  of 
summer  programming  housing 
needs. 

Also,  part  of  the  project  could 
include  parking  for  the  tennats, 
which  means  they  would  not  have 
to  park  in  the  school’s  parking  lot, 
which  makes  for  a better  parking 
situation  for  everyone. 

Some  of  the  things  that  the 
college  may  require  from  the  dif- 
ferent companies  that  will  bid  on

Vet-Tech  building  to  house  IMT  courses

The  16,000-square-foot  Vet- 
Tech  building  currently  under  con- 
struction will  house  Industrial 
Maintenance  Technology  £IMT) 
program  courses  as  well  as  the 
Veterinary  Technicians  program. 

According  to  Jeff  Bradford, 
IMT  program  coordinator  and 
instructor,  there  are  currently  10 
classes  running  in  the  program. 
The  Industrial  Maintenance 
Technology  program  has  grown 
considerably  in  the  past  three  years 
since  Bradford  was  hired  to  ran  the 
program,  starting  out  with  no  run- 
ning classes  and  growing  to  10 
Students  who  go  through  the 
program  can  expect  to  learn, 
among  other  things,  how  to  work 
with  hydraulics,  electronics, 
mechanical  power  transmission. 


pumps,  and  electric  motors,  and 
how  to  put  in  piping.  Traditionally, 
people  would  train  for  and  become 
a master  of  one  specific  area,  such 
as  pipefitting.  Bradford  sees  that 
kind  of  approach  as  “very  limiting" 
by  today’s  standards 

‘Today's  companies  are  look- 
ing for  a jack  of  all  trades,  master 
of  none,”  said  Bradford.  “They're 
looking  for  very  w ell-rounded  peo- 
ple." 

Bradford  helped  develope  the 
IMT  program  three  years  ago  by 
organizing  an  advisory  board  of  16 
different  companies'  managers  and 
business  owners  to  find  out  what 
the  ideal  potential  employee  should 
be  able  to  do.  The  program's  name 
was  also  changed  from  Process 
Operation  Technology  to  Industrial 
Maintenance  Technology  as  a 


result  of  this  committee 

Typically,  Bradford  believes 
that  people  think  the  IMT  program 
is  for  people  wHo  want  to  get 
involved  in  janitor  or  custodial 
work.  However,  this  is  not  the  case. 
Students  who  earn  an  Associates  in 
Appliccd  Science  or  Certificates  of 
Acheivcment,  or  Certificates  of 
completion  should  be  able  to  do  a 
multitude  of  things,  including 
showcasing  equipment  and  keep- 
ing equipment  running.  People 
who  have  those  skills  can  save 
companies  thousands  of  dollars, 
according  lo  Bradford 

For  example,  Bradford  expen- 
enccd  this  first  hand  at  Catepillar 
when  the  air  compressor  broke 
down.  The  air  compressor  con- 
trolled all  of  the  other  mechanical 
processors,  and  so  when  it  broke, 


the  entire  plant  was  unable  to  oper- 
ate. Later  he  found  that  (he  air 
compressor  shutting  down  cost  the 
company  half  a million  dollars  in 
profit 

“In  my  classes,  students  arc 
actually  applying  geometry  and 
trigonometry."  Bradford  states. 
“People  in  the  IMT  program  arc 
sometimes  labeled  as  a bunch  of 
knuckle-dragging  people,  but  that's 
not  the  case  at  all." 

Currently,  different  classes  are 
being  held  in  T-building,  as  well  as 
at  off-campus  sites  in  Grundy 
County.  Joliet  Central,  and  in 
Romeoville 

“It'll  be  nice  to  have  this  new 
building  It’ll  be  adjusted  more  to 
what  I’m  doing,  and  it'll  be  good  to 
bring  the  off-campus  classes  back 
to  the  campus,"  Bradford  said.

It  occurs  to  me  that  we  are  not 
waving,  but  drowning  The  phe- 
nomenon of  which  I w ill  speak  is 
not  limited  to  oiir  little  niche  of 
society.  It  seems  a part  of  the 
human  collective's  psychology  that 
wc  simply  must  do  strange  and  odd 
things  Certainly  there  arc  out- 
standing examples  in  our  ow  n cur- 
rent time.  . . everything  from  ear 
lobe  enlarging  to  extensive  reading 
is  seen  by  some  segment  of  the 
population  as  "weird."  And,  of 
course,  it  may  well  be  Yet  we 
must  also  remember  that  certain 
weird  things  have  taken  place 
throughout  history  witches, 
alchemy,  Yanni.  A popular  analysis 
of  such  troubling  trends  is  that  they 
arc  simple  calls  for  attention.  Oh. 
no.  no.  no.  . this  is  not  the  case. 

In  fact,  these  little  distur- 
bances arc  part  of  a much  grander 
problem.  The  fable  of  the  call  for 
attention  theory  would  have  you 
believe  that  such  incidents  of  oddi- 
ty are  mostly  located  in  the  youth 
of  a civilization.  Well,  I think  if  w c 
note  w ho  commit  acts  of  pedophil- 
ia. serial  murders  and  the  like,  wc 
will  sec  tlus  cannot  -be  the  case 
Adult  males  commit  those  little 
atrocities,  for  the  most  part.  And.  of 
course,  women  have  some  little

Fear  of  what?  Obviously,  fear 
of  other  people  As  much  as  it  is 
proving  that  people  require  other 
people,  it  seems  equally  obvious 
that  people  arc  afraid  of  others.  To 
use  a cliche,  most  people  accept 
that  they  wear  a mask  upon  leaving 
the  house. 

Remember  this  they  w ear  a 
slightly  different  mask  for  them- 


selves! Honesty  with  yourself  is 
much  harder  than  honesty  with  oth- 
ers. If  you  arc  in  doubt  of  this,  then 
think  of  your  own  self-image  arid 
then  think  of  what  others  must  see 
you  as.  I’m  sure  they  differ.  The 
pcircings.  etc.  arc  all  an  extension 
of  the  mask  wc  wear  to  protect  us 
from  other  people  and,  more 
notably,  ourselves.

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The  land  that  is  being  looked 
at  for  the  possible  location  of- 
these  facilities  is  about  six  acres  of 
land  located  near  Rock  Run  on  the 
perimeter  road  on  campus. 

Century  Development,  one 
I company  that  has  been  in  contact 
with  the  committee,  recommend- 
ed'apartment  units  including  12 
efficiency  apartments,  which  is 
basically  like  a studio  apartment 
with  a kitchen,  bath  and  balcony. 
The  efficiency  apartment  units  are 
495  square  feet  each,  and  24  stu- 
dents are  said  to  be  able  do  occupy 
that  space. 

According  to  Century’s  plan, 
students  would  pay  $322  each  per 
month  on  a nine-month  lease,  or 
$306-  on  a 12-month  lease.  Also 
recommended  was  96  two  bed- 
room/ two  bath  units,  with  610 
square  fee!  each  unit,  housing  a 
total  of  192  students.  Students 
would  pay  $397  each  per  month 
for  a nine-month  lease,  and  $377 
for  a 12-month  lease.  In  addition, 
20  four  bedroom/  two  bath  units 
were  recommended,  with  873 
square  feet  each,  homing  a total  of

80  students.  Students  would  pay 
$284  each  per  month  on  a nlae- 
month  lease,  or  $270  on  a 12- 
month  lease.  Finally,  a 
Community  Center  was  icocm- 
mended,  with  a total  of  3,000 
square  feet.  Century’s  recommen- 
dations would  house  a total  of  29‘5 
students. 

Handerson  believes  that  stu- 
dents and  parents  alike  will  appre- 
ciate the  security  of  on-campus 
student  housing  facilities,  with  “a 


support  structure  with  supervi 
sion."  Harderson  envisions  pro- 
viding a safe  environment  for  stu- 
dents with  swipe-carded,  super- 
vised, gated  facilities. 

“Students  throughout  our  dis- 
trict and  throughout  the  country 
are  coming  to  enroll  in  JJC’s 
demic  program.  We’re  interested 
in  this  because  it  provides  needed 
student  housing  and  additional 
resources  not  currently  available, 
said  Harderson.

Brooks  has  released  a "Greatest 
Hits”  package  of  Chris  Gaines' 
songs.

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Clinton  speaks  at  Hispanic  leadership  conference

Preside nj  Bill  Clinton  gave  the 
keynote  address  at  the  United 
States  Hispanic  Leadership 
Conference  that  JJC's  Latinos 
Unidos  participated  in  Oct.  7-10  in 
Chicago.  The  theme  of  the  17th 
annual  conference,  sponsored  by 
the  United  States  Hispanic 
Leadership  Institute,  was  “Taking 
Responsibility  Making  Latinos 
Count  in  America's  New 
Majority." 

Clinton  as  well'as  many  of  the 
other  speakers  at  the  conference 
emphasized  the  increasing 
Hispanic  population.  The  present 
national  Hispanic  population  of  3 1 
million  is  expected  to  overtake  the 
non-Hispanic  black  population  to 
become  lire  largest  minority  group 
by  the  end  of  2004.  according  to  an 
Associated  Press  story  on  the 
Chicago  speech. 

The  Hispanic  population's 
presence  is  nothing  new.  says 
Latinos  Unidos  member  Rene 
Gonzalez.  "People  mistakenly 
think  we  just  came  over  the  border, 
but  we’ve  been  here  legally  for 
about  three  or  four  generations.

We're  here  to  contribute,  to  make 
this  a better  nation,"  he  said.

We  need  to  integrate  instead  of  fol- 


lowing old  patterns  of  segregation, 
and  educate  people  that  we’re  not  a 
threat."

Crime  statistics  misleading

The  Campus  Police 
Department's  crime  statistics  from 
1998  compared  to  ‘97  and  ‘96  may 
seem  shocking,  showing  forcible 
burglaries  jumping  from  only  one 
reported  in  ‘96  and  '97  to  13  in 
1998,  and  thefts  jumping  from  only 
two  reported  in  96  and  one  in  97  to 
37  in  1998. 

However.  Chief  Steven 
Bennett  believes  the  drastic 
increase  is  due  to  changes  they 
have  made  in  classifying  these 
crimes  this  year,  adding  theft  and 
deleting  non-forcible  burglary  . 

In  all.  Bennett  says,  “I'm  sure 
our  crime  statistics  would  reflect 


similar  schools  of  a similar  size." 

Bennett  said  he  has  been 
unable  to  locate  police  records  for 
‘96  and  '97.  Campus  Police  is 
required  by  law  to  keep  records  of 
police  reports  on  file  from  the  three 
previous  years. 

Possible  explanations  Bennett 
sited  were  movement  of  offices, 
and  disorganization  of  the  archives. 
Campus  Police  is  currently  in  the 
process  of  labeling,  categorizing, 
and  boxing  records  prior  to  placing 
them  into  storage. 

Bennett  said  that  most  thefts 
on  campus  arc  crimes  of  opportuni- 
ty. Unlocked  doors  to  classrooms, 
offices  and  other  areas  where  valu- 


ables arc  stored  arc  taken  advan- 
tage of  to  steal  different  items. 
Bennett  said  that  several  offices 
have  been  left  unsecured  and  sev- 
eral vehicles  have  been  left 
unlocked  with  valuables  in  plain 

Forcible  burglary  is  the  use  of 
force  in  entering  any  building, 
office  or  vehicle  by  prying  open  a 
door  or  window,  by  smashing  or 
shattering  the  glass  or  breaking  the 
lock.  Thefi  is  when  someone  walks 
into  an  unlocked  or  open  door  and 
takes  what  is  available. 

A trailer  left  unchained  with 
camping  equipment  totaling  sever- 
al thousand  dollars  was  stolen 


recently,  as  well  as  a modem  from 
the  cafeteria.  Stolen  TVs  and  VCRs 
have  been  an  ongoing  campus- 
wide problem,  according  to 
Bennett  Computers  from  different 
offices  have  also  "come  up  miss- 
ing." but  no  computers  have  been 
stolen  from  labs 

Some  cash  and  credit  cards 
were  reported  stolen  from  the  lock- 
er room  License  plates  from  cars 
have  also  been  stolen,  screws  and 
all.  Cell  phones  and  pagers  have 
been  stolen,  at  times  left  in  plain 
view  in  a car  with  an  unlocked 
door  Books  and  calculators  have 
also  been  stolen  because  they  were

With  the  year  2000  looming  closer 
has  been  a lot  of  hype  about  the  millennium 
bug  and  the  global  shutdown  of  computer. 
People  arc  saying  the  power  will  go  out. 
planes  will  crash,  cars  and  trains  wit!  come  to 
a halt,  the  economy  will  collapse,  etc.  In 
essence,  the  world  as  we  know  it  will  come 
to  an  end.  and  the  Information  Age  wall  give 
way  to  the  rise  of  the  next  Dark  Age. 

Well,  relax  folks.  There’s  a lot  less  going 
to  happen  than  people  fear.  For  the  few  peo- 
ple that  haven’t  heard,  it's  widely  fch  that 
any  computer  or  computer  chip  that  has  a 
two  digit  year  in  the  date  (i.e..  snm/dd/yy  for- 
mat) will  read  the  year  2000  as  1900  and  go 
haywire.  In  truth,  most  technicians  really 
aren't  rare  what  wilt  happen  with  a given 
piece  of  electronics.  It  all  depends  on  the 
programming. 

When  most  people  think  of  program- 
ming. they  picture  software.  They  think  of 
games,  word  processing  programs,  or 
Windows.  However,  even  the  hardware  is 
programmed. 

The  difference  is  simply  that  in  a piece 
of  hardware  such  as  a microchip,  the  pro- 
gramming is  permanent.  Think  of  it  as  audio 
cassette  tapes  vs.  CD’s.  The  tape  is  like  soft- 
ware: you  can  change,  overwrite,  or  erase  the 
contents  as  needed.  The  CD  is  like  hardware: 
once  you  bum  music  onto  it,  that’s  it  No 
going  back. 

Where  all  the  scare  started  was  in  bank- 
ing and  accounting.  For  simplicity's  rake, 
let’s  talk  about  your  bank  account.  Let’s  say 
you  opened  a ravings  account  in  5995.  If  the 
program  used  to  track  the  interest  accumulat- 
ed to  your  account  is  not  properly  set  up  to 
read  00  as  2000,  it  wiil  believe  the  year  is 
1900  and  you  have  opened  your  account  95 
years  in  the  future.  Again,  depending  on  the 
program,  either  you  would  lose  all  of  your 
accumulated  interest,  or  the  computer  pro- 
gram could  simply  fizzle  out  and  refuse  to 
work. 

This  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  all 
of  your  bank  account  information  is  gone, 
and  you  will  suddenly  be  broke! 

First  of  all,  the  banks  are  smart  enough 
to  keep  backup  copies  of  a!!  their  informa- 
tion. They  will  keep  records  of  everything  in 
their  computers  in  the  event  their  programs 
do  encounter  errors.  And  it  will  not  all  sit  in 
one  computer  that  will  crash  so  everything 
will  be  gone  in  one  shot  It’s  not  only  a Y2K 
issue,  it's  a huge  security  risk.  Good  banks 
will  backup  their  data  shortly  before  the 
clocks  roll  over,  so  if  any  information  is  lost 
it  will  only  be  a matter  of  hours,  possibly 


Secondly,  account  records  and  such  are 
generally  kept  in  a database  file.  This  is  actu- 
ally a separate  file  from  the  program  files, 
like  when  you  save  an  essay  you  wrote  on 
Microsoft  Word.  The  program  simply 
accesses  this  database  file  to  obtain  informa- 
iion.  There  is  no  reason  for  the  program  to 
suddenly  erase  this  data  If  the  programs  and 
computers  crash,  it  will  just  be  a matter  of 
the  bank  finding  a new  way  to  access  the 
database  file. 

If  you  want  to  be  safe,  simply  ask  your 
bank  to  show  you  that  they  are  Y2K  compli- 
ant. Chances  are,  your  bank  has  already  sent 
you  a letter  saying  they  are  completely  ready 
for  the  year  2000,  as  both  of  my  banks  have. 
If  you  want  to  be  even  safer,  hang  on  to  your 
account  records  and  ask  them  to  print  you  a 
current  statement  at  the  end  of  December. 
Most  banks  won’t  mail  December  statements 
until  Jamiarv. 

Those  of  you  hoping  your  credit  card 
company  will  suddenly  lose  all  recotds  of 
your  purchases,  don’t  hold  your  breath. 
They’re  probably  hoping  you  max  out  those 
cards  on  Y2K  survival  gear  so  they  can  send 
you  a nice,  fat,  heart-stopping  statement  in 
January. 

Another  big  Y2K  concern  is  the  utilities: 
electricity,  gas,  etc.  Will  those  services  be 
shut  down? 

To  put  it  simply—  no. 

Sure,  ComEd  had  a lot  of  trouble  in 
Chicago  this  summer.  But  that’s  because 
everybody  in  the  city  insisted  on  running  all 
their  lights,  TV’s,  air  conditioners,  etc.,  all  at 
once,  despite  having  been  told  to  conserve 
energy. 

It  was  a mechanical  issue  stemming 
from  overloaded  lines  and  circuits,  not  com- 
puter glitches.  I've  already  seen  ComEd's 
Y2K  statements  (I  know  people  who  wcik 
for  two  of  their  nuclear  plants),  and  they  are 
100%  ready  in  all  of  their  plants. 

Of  course,  it  was  then  asked  if  the 
nuclear  reactors  in  Dresden,  LaSalle,  or 
Braidwocd  would  suffer  a meltdown  on  Jaa 
1,  2000.  Again,  NO.  There  are  failsafes  cn 
top  of  failsafes  on  top  of  failsafes  in  those 


plants,  and  some  are  purely  mechanical  and 
not  run  by  computers. 

Now,  let’s  talk  about  hardware. 

The  only  option  here  is  to  replace  the 
chips,  and  this  isn't  really  all  that  tough.  I 
used  to  work  for  a major  retail  chain  whose 
computer  mainframes  in  each  store  were 
originally  designed  in  the  late  ’60s. 
Everything  was  hardwired  into  a series  of 
large  circuit  boards  (about  eight  in  each 
store’s  computer)  that  looked  a lot  like  the 
single  motherboard  you  would  sec  if  you 
opened  a home  PC. 

Surely  something  designed  in  the  60s 
couldn't  be  Y2K  compliant,  could  it?  Guess 
again.  Before  the  hype  of  the  millennium 
bug  even  hit,  the  store  technicians  put  in  new 
boards  with  compliant  chips.  This  retail 
chain  was  ready  for  2000  by  mid- 1997. 

The  same  goes  for  your  home  PC. 
Check  with  your  manufacturer  to  verify 
compliance  of  the  chips  in  vour  mother- 
board. With  a minimal  cost,  you  can  order 
and  install  replacement  chips.  If  it  comes 
down  to  it,  you  can  even  roll  the  dale  back  on 
your  computer  several  years  and  simply  not 
let  the  date  cross  over. 

Peripheral  electronic  equipment,  TV’s, 
VCR's,  monitors,  etc,  will  either  be  just  fine 
or  only  suffer  minor  inconveniences.  This 
will  be  of  so  little  consequence  that  it  won't 
be  worth  the  uproar.  You  see,  most  of  that 
equipment  doesn't  even  care  what  (he  date  is, 
because  they’re  not  making  any  dale-based 
calculations.  At  worst,  your  VCR  may  be 
confused  when  you  Uy  to  program  a record- 
ing date. 

This  brings  me  to  the  last  problem,  and 
it’s  the  big  one.  Earlier,  I said  “there’s  a lot 
less  going  to  happen  than  people  fear."  I 
should  amend  that  to  read  “there's  a lot  less 
going  to  happen  TO  TECHNOLOGY  than 
people  fear  " 

So  what's  this  big  problem? 

People. 

That's  right,  people.  Think  about  the 
riots  in  the  ‘9©'s  alone,  such  as  the  LA  hols 
after  the  Rodney  King  trial  or  the  Chicago 
riots  after  the  Bulls  won  the  championship.  If 
people  react  that  way  to  a simple  basketball 


game  or  a court  verdict  what  do  you  think  is 
going  to  happen  when  they  think  the  end  of 
the  world  is  coming? 

Stay  out  of  Chicago,  folks,  if  we’re 
lucky,  Joliet  won't  be  too  bad  I live  in  a 
largely  rural  community,  and  having  grown 
up  in  the  crowded  northern  suburbs.  I'm  glad 
for  it 

In  the  final  weeks  of  this  year,  there  may 
be  runs  on  the  bank  as  people  scramble  to 
withdraw  their  money.  There  may  be  hoard- 
ing at  the  supermarkets.  Even  if  you  don't 
fear  the  Y2K  crisis,  you  may  find  younelf 
having  to  do  the  same  just  so  you  can  have 
money  and  groceries  for  your  own  family. 
This  is  what  would  lead  lo  banks  collapsing. 
Then,  when  the  food  runs  out  at  the  super- 
market, it  could  lead  to  robberies  and  riots. 

Sure,  most  cities  are  working  lo  prevent 
this  behavior,  but  only  time  will  tell  if  it 
works.  Chicago,  I understand,  is  developing 
a “Millennium  Bug"  mascot  in  a fuzzy  cos- 
tume. Yeah,  brilliant  idea.  Mayor  Daley 
“Look  everybody!  It’s  the  Millennium  Bug! 
Let’s  be  friends  I" 

The  best  prevention  is  going  to  be  edu- 
cation. The  word  needs  to  get  out  that  every- 
thing will  be  okay,  America  will  move  on 
even  if  some  of  its  neighbors  don’t.

Letter  advises  students  how  to  improve  grades 


Editor's  note:  In  the  Oct.  13 
issue  of  the  Blazer,  it  was  brought 
to  our  attention  that  the  editorial 
regarding  midterms  was  unclear  as 
lo  how  students  can  get  help  if  they 
are  having  trouble  in  classes. 

Clarification  can  be  found  in 
the  following  letter  that  Is  sent  to 
students  who  are  receiving  an  aver- 
age grade  below  a "C"  in  a class 
(from  Dr.  Denis  G Wright,  lice 
President  of  Academic  Services, 
and  Dr.  Alan  Hardersen,  Vice 
President  of  Student  Services.)  The 
letter  has  been  edited  for  space 
restrictions  and  relevancy. 

Dear  Student: 

An  average  grade  of  “C"  is 
required  to  receive  a certificate  or 
degree  from  JJC.  In  some  cases,  a 
grade  of  “C”  or  better  is  required  to 
fulfill  the  prerequisite  required  for 
the  next  course.  Thus,  your  a cur- 
rent standing  of  “D"  or  “E"  sug- 
gests a student  may  be  having  some 
academic  difficulty 


Since  we  are  only  (a  little 
after)  the  mid-point  of  the  semester 
there  may  still  be  time  to  improve 
your  grade. 

First,  have  you  discussed 
your  current  status  in  this  course 
with  the  instructor?  Your  instruc- 
tor wiil  be  abie  to  let  you  know 
your  current  grade  and  suggest 
improvement  strategies.  Are  you 
aware  whether  or  not  extra  credit  is 
available  in  this  class? 

Have  you  turned  in  all  your 
work  (papers,  homework,  etc.)?  If 
not,  is  it  still  possible  to  turn  in  the 
work?  Is  attendance  an  issue  with 
your  grade  and  what  strategy  will 
you  use  to  improve  your  atten- 
dance? Work  with  the  course 
instructor  and  find  out  where  you 
stand  and  how  you  might  improve 
your  situation. 

Second,  have  you  made  use 
of  the  services  available  to  you? 
The  Academic  Skills  Center  (J- 
2033)  has  tutoring  assistance  for 


students  in  many  areas.  (Call  (815) 
280-2284  for  the  latest  peer  tutor- 
ing schedule.) 

They  have  a Skill 
Enhancement  Learning  Lab 
(SELL)  to  specifically  address 
problems  in  math,  English  compo- 
sition, and  reading. 

Third,  have  you  recently  met 
with  your  departmental  advisor 
or  visited  the  Counseling  Office? 
(Located  in  J-1037,  hours  are 
Monday  through  Thursday  8 a.  m.  - 
8 p.m..  Friday  8 a.m.  - 4:30  p.m., 
and  Saturday  8 am.  - Noon,  dur- 
ing fall  and  spring  terms.  Call 
(815)  280-2673  for  more  informa- 
tion.) These  individuals  can  assist 
you  with  strategies  for  unproving 
study  skills,  managing  time  better, 
dealing  with  testing  anxiety,  and 
reducing  stress. 

Finally,  have  you  looked  with- 
in yourself?  Students  should  be 
spending  a minimum  of  one-two 
hours  of  out-of-c!ass  time  for  every 


hour  of  a lecture  class. 

For  those  taking  12-15  hours 
of  credit,  that  means  12-30  hours  A 
WEEK  reading,  studying,  review- 
ing class  notes,  and  doing  home- 
work. 

If  you  arc  currently  spending 
so  much  lime  working  at  your  job 
or  on  other  activities  that  you  can- 
not devote  the  time  required,  then 
you  might  need  to  seriously  consid- 
er reducing  your  course  load  by 
dropping  a class.  We  encourage 
you  to  discuss  this  option  with  a 
counselor,  advisor,  and/or  your 
instructor  Good  grades  are  hard 
work  and  they  require  a dedicated 
effort. 

Good  hick  as  you  approach 
this  situation.  Please  take  this 
warning  seriously  and  take  advan- 
tage of  these  suggestions  to 
improve  your  grades

Bennett 
thinks  that  an  expanded,  required 
orientation  for  freshmen  would 
allow  the  Campus  Police  to  better 
caution  students  of  this. 

Officers  who  take  the  reports 
are  responsible  for  following 
through  with  an  investigation  and 
seeing  if  any  changes  come  up  with 
the  case,  according  to  Bennett,  but 
it  is  difficult  to  do  so  in  the  case  of 
theft. 

There  is  no  way  to  track  cash; 
cell  phone  and  pager  numbers  are 
changed  and  then  used,  and  TVs 
and  VCRs  are  converted  into  cash 


as  soon  as  possible. 

“Usually  with  theft,  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  capture  or  apprehend  (the 
criminal).  It  is  usually  done  in  the 
absence  of  someone,  within  a mat- 
ter of  15-45  minutes,  and  the  (vic- 
tim) has  no  clue  as  to  who  went  in 
or  out,"  said  Bennett 

However,  in  the  case  of  items 
with  serial  numbers  an  them,  infor- 
mation is  entered  into  the  Law 
Enforcement  Assistant  Dispatching 
(LEAD)  system,  where  rt  is  then 
given  nation  wide  attention  and  the 
Campus  Police  would  find  out  if 
they  were  discovered  somewhere. 

The  Weapons  Violation  report- 
ed in  ‘98  was  a case  of  domestic 
violence,  according  to  Cornelius.  A 
man  stalked  his  ex-girlfriend  on 
campus  with  a knife,  and  she 
reported  it  to  the  Campus  Police. 
The  man  was  then  arrested. 

A student  was  also  arrested 
recently  for  being  “disruptive  in 
class  and  making  threats  to  the 


class  in  general  mentioning  guns, 
talking  about  ‘taking  someone 
out.”'  according  to  Bennett 

“North  Campus  is  our  most 
tranquil  campus,"  he  states.  City 
Center  Campus  crime  statistics 
show  only  three  forcible  burglaries 
and  two  thefts  in  98. 

There  were  a high  number  of 
reported  aggravated  assaults 
reported  in  ‘96  on  City  Center 
Campus,  eight  as  compared  to  two 
being  the  highest  number  reported 
in  '97  or  98  for  any  of  the  campus- 

Bennett  said  the  high  number 
of  aggravated  assaults  reported  that 
year  were  actually  only  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  campus  and  net 
actually  on  campus 

According  to  Commander 
Melvin  Cornelius,  a string  of  rob- 
beries have  taken  place  in  the 
neighborhood  with  off-campus 
construction  companies'  equip- 
ment being  stolen.

Of  the  163  students  who  indi- 
cated that  they  have  classes  in  T 
and  J buildings,  82  indicated  that 
they  found  it  difficult  to  get 
between  the  two  buildings  when 

More  issues  that  were  men- 
tioned less  frequently  included: 
more  input  on  how  choices  are 
made  in  the  college;  drugs  on  cam- 
pus, betterment  of  life;  politics;  the 
desire  for  a printer  in  Cyber  Cate; 
the  cost  of  college:  and  the  envi- 
ronmea. 

Issues  that  were  only  men- 
tioned once  included  religion, 
grade  appeal  process,  book  buy- 
back, events  promotion,  emer- 
gency escape  plans,  community 
awareness,  ethnic  diversity,  course 
quizzes  on  computer  having  limit- 
ed access  and  bugs  not  worked  out. 
politeness  of  security,  laws,  and 
sports 

The  results  of  the  survey 

showed  that  263  students  arc  full- 
time and  48  students  are  part-time 
When  asked  how  many  hours  they 
had  in  between  classes,  17  indicat- 
ed none,  44  indicated  one  hour,  six 
indicated  two  hours,  fn  c indicated 
three  hours,  four  indicated  four 
hours,  and  15  students  said  that 
their  hours  varied 

Many  of  the  students  surveyed 
answered  that  they  find  the  Cyber 
Cafe  beneficial  to  students  when 
asked,  with  274  replying  yes.  and 
only  20  replying  no 

Student’s  answers  were  more 
varied  when  asked  if  they  found 
the  new  computer  labs  beneficial, 
with  162  responding  yes.  33 
responding  no.  and  98  saying  that 
they  are  not  used 

When  asked  how  hard  it  is  to 
find  information  pertaining  to  their 
degree.  1 39  said  it  was  easy,  are!  63 
students  said  that  it  was  hard 
When  asked  if  they  knew  who  their 
advisor  was,  141  said  no.  and  92 
said  yes 

Sixty-two  students  indicated 
that  they  never  see  their  advisor.  35 
said  they  saw  their  advisor  two  to 


three  times  a year,  and  49  said 
often. 

Commentary  on  food  in  the 
cafeteria  included  250  responses. 
Of  the  students  who  commented. 
153  students  said  that  it  is  “awe- 
some" or  that  it  “tastes  great;”  37 
said  that  they  don't  eat  there;  36 
said  that  it  is  “good  but  pricey":  16 
said  that  there  is  a good  variety; 
and  eight  said  that  they  wanted 
more  vegetarian  options. 

Students  were  quite  divided  in 
their  answers  regarding  how  rea- 
sonable the  prices  in  the  cafeteria 
ar6,  with  Tio  saying  they  are  res- 
onabie,  12  saying  some  arc,  and 
130  saying  they  are  not. 

When  asked  if  they  belonged 
to  any  JJC  clubs.  34  indicated  that 
they  belong  to  dubs,  and  80  indi- 
cated that  they  do  not.  When  asked 
if  they  would  be  interested  in  join- 
ing a dub,  46  said  yes,  and  63  said 

The  students  who  answered  no 
were  then  asked  why  not.  and 
responses  were:  “no  free  time;” 
“already  involved  in  one  or  more 
activities  on/off  campus;"  “work 
and/or  family  priorities.”  and  “did- 
n't realize  that  there  was  an  estab- 
lished club  on  campus  ." 

Questions  were  also  asked 
regarding  activities  that  have  taken 
place  as  well  as  suggestions  for 
future  activities.  Suggestions  for 
future  Student  Alliance-sponsored 
events  were  a stand-up  comedy 
night.  concerts.  and  Juco 
Olympics 

Also  suggested  volleyball 
tournaments,  dances,  cookouts, 
BBQs.  a date  auction  fund  raiser 
for  clubs.

Gonzalez  stated  that  the  prob- 
lem is  that  there  are  not  enough 
Latinos  in  high  positions. 

According  to  the  Associated 
Press  stoiy.  Clinton  said  that  his 
administration  has  exceeded  all 
others  in  appointing  Hispanic 
judges.  and  accused  the 
Republican-led  Senate  of  ignoring 
minority  nominees  to  the  federal 
bench  for  partisan  gain. 

In  the  same  report,  a 
spokesman  for  Senator  John 
Ashcrofi.  R-Mo..  who  led  opposi- 
tion to  Clinton’s  nomination  of 
Ronnie  White,  a black  judge  who 
had  earlier  won  GOP  endorse- 
ments. said  Clinton  should  work 
with  the  Senate  leadership,  rather 
than  denouncing  it. 

Other  speakers  at  the  confer- 
ence highly  emphasized  the  impor- 
tance of  education.  Clinton  said 
that  too  many  Hispanic  teen-agers 
still  drop  out  of  high  school.  Just 
62  percent  of  Hispanic  ages  25  to 
29  complete  high  school  compared 
with  87  percent  of  blacks  and  93 
percent  of  whiles,  according  to  fed- 
eral figures. 

Dr.  Angelina  Pedro  so.  who 
will  be  speaking  before  one  of 
Latinos  U nidus's  Cinco  De  Mayo 
functions  in  May.  emphasizes  that 
students  (young  and  old)  need  to 


take  responsibility  for  their  own 
education,  according  to  Carole 
Hamilton.  Latinos  Unidos  club 
advisor.

Ciini  Black  creates  ail  kinds  of 
firepower  with  the  acoustic  guitar, 
horns,  fiddles,  piano  and  his  trusty 
harmonica.  Clint  is  one  of  a few 
country  artists  who  actually  (are 
you  ready?)  writes  his  own  songs! 

Ke  mixes  new  compositions 
with  wonderful  acoustic  interpreta- 
tions of  classic  Black  tunes,  includ- 
ing a jazzed  up  “Bum  One  Down" 
and  a stripped  down  “No  Time  to 
Kill." 

He  strays  a bit  from  his  ten- 
dency to  write  and  perform  his 
own  music  by  getting  helping 
hands  from  the  likes  of  Kenny 
Loggins.  Waylon  Jennings,  Steve 
Wanner.

The  collaborations  are  effec- 
tive (save  the  trite  “Harmony"  with 
Loggins).  however  Clint  docs  his 
best  work -when  he  sings -his 
thoughtful  songs  on  his  own.

Jordan's  Sister '

I've  had  this  album  since  it 
came  out  on  July  13,  but  hesitated 
to  review  it.  I had  Jo  sec  if  my  fas- 
cination with  Kendall's  debut 
would  wear  off,  or  if  I would  be 
doing  the  music  world  justice  by 
calling  it  the  best  album  of  the 
year. 

I can  now  honestly  say  that  I 
have  not  heard  a better  album  in 
1999.  Before  her  20th  birthday. 
Kendall  has  reached  well  beyond 
her  years  to  gather  this  thoughtful

The  musicianship  and  produc- 
tion are  nearly  flawless,  and  her 
voice  is  oddly  familiar,  yet  some- 
how unique.  Occasionally.

At  some  point  during  the 
album,  everyone  can  find  a song  to 
relate  to  and/or  learn  from. 
Jordan’s  Sister  deals  with  difficult 
subjects  ranging  from  teenage 
pregnancy  to  the  sudden  death  of  a 


loved  one. 

She  also  acts  her  age  on 
“Perfect  by  Thursday"  (about  a 
high  school  crush)  and  on 
“Supermodels.”  The  latter  is  a 
witty  song  that  taunts  the  sex  sym- 
bols and  features  the  line  “I’ve  got 
more  on  my  head  than  what’s  made 
by  Paul  Mitchell  " Most  of  the 
songs  feature  piano  surrounded  by 
well-arranged  guitars  and  booming 
percussion. 

I could  go  on  for  pages. 

So  in  short,  Kendall  Payne  will 
hold  your  emotions  and  your  mood 
between  her  fingers.  It  is  complete- 
ly up  to  her  whether  you  slam  your 
hands  into  your  dashboard  or  tilt 
your  head  back  to  fight  tears. 

It’s  not  likely  that  you  will  see 
her  on  MTV  or  ever  bear  her  sn  the 
radio,  but  take  the  opportunity  to 
laugh,  cry  and  ieam  with  Kendall 
Payne.

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Mentors  make  a difference  for  athletes

While  the  Division  of  Student  Services 
is  a campus-wide  effort  to  provide  students 
with  the  help  and  advice  they  need  to  contin- 
ue their  education  the  athletic  department 
has  taken  the  next  step  to  provide  additional 
aid  to  athletes  through  the  Athletic 
Mentoring  Program. 

The  program  is  designed  to  provide  ath- 
letes with  an  individual  they  can  turn  to  for 
help  with  their  schooling,  with  the  ultimate 
goal  of  keeping  athletes  in  school. 

It  is  also  set  up  to  encourage  greater 
involvement  in  school  activities  and  help 
take  steps  toward  entering  a four-year 
school 

“Our  ultimate  goal  is  one  hundred  per- 
cent retention  in  all  programs,"  said  Mark 
Smith,  admissions  specialist  and  associate 
head  coach  of  the  Wolves  baseball  team. 
Smith  is  also  the  coordinator  of  the  3-ycar- 
old  program.  "It's  a giant  step  for  us.  but  it’s 
attainable." 

To  achieve  this  goal,  mentore  are  asked 
to  do  the  following:  meet  with  student-ath- 
letes as  often  as  possible  to  establish  a per- 
sonal connection:  discuss  academic  plans, 
goals  and  progress  with  student-athletes, 
advise  student-athletes  of  campus  resources 
such  as  Project  Achieve,  the  Academic  Skills 
Center,  Career  Planning  & Placement  and 


similar  programs,  and  provide  general  sup- 
port to  student-athletes  from  outside  the  area 
who  may  not  have  family  and  friends  nearby. 

All  faculty  and  staff  members  arc  invit- 
ed to  participate  as  mentors.  Student-athletes 
are  randomly  assigned  to  mentors,  and  all 
faculty  and  staff  members  arc  invited  to  par- 
ticipate as  mentors. 

Student-athletes  are  randomly  assigned 
to  mentors.  Mentor-student  relationships 
typically  continue  through  the  school  year, 
and  sometimes  longer  for  sophomores  who 
stay  in  the  programs.  All  athletes  who  partic- 
ipated Iasi  year  returned  to  the  program  this 
year. 

"The  program  is  doing  its  part."  Smith 
said.  “It's  helping  .” 

There  arc  currently  54  student-athletes 
and  16  mentors  in  the  program  Ideally 
Smith  says  he  would  like  to  get  one-on-one. 
or  even  two-to-one,  athlete-to-mcntor  rcla- 
tionslups  Cunrenlly.  they  are  working  with 
three  or  four  athletes  per  mentor.  Five  of  the 
16  mentors  arc  new  to  the  program  this  year. 

The  athletic  department  has  a solid  com- 
.mitmcnl  to  ensuring  athletes  hold  their  aca- 
demic standards  as  high  ns  their  playing  abil- 
ities. Incoming  freshmen  must  pass  12  hours 
of  classes  with  a 1.75  average  or  higher  in 
the  first  semester.  From  there,  they  must 
remain  full-time  students  and  maintain  at 


least  a 2.0  average. 

"Academics  come  first  and  they  have 
to.”  Smith  said. 

The  athletic  department  performs  grade 
checks  and  tracks  team  GPA's  to  follow  the 
athletes'  progress.  When  necessary,  athletes 
are  set  up  w ith  tutoring  appointments  to  get 
help  in  specific  course  areas.  Even  their  class 
attendance  is  examined  to  make  sure  the  ath- 
letes arc  doing  their  part  to  succeed. 

Smith  often  goes  to  the  other  coaches 
and  asks  them  who  they  feel  may  be  in  need 
of  help  from  the  mentoring  program.  Based 
on  those  recommendations,  he  contacts  the 
athletes  and  tries  to  get  them  into  the  pro- 
gram. 

Unfortunately,  he  has  been  forced  to 
limit  the  program  due  to  the  limited  avail- 
ability of  mcntors.Staff  or  faculty  members 
interested  in  helping  a student-athlete  should 
contact  Smith  in  the  Admissions  Office  at 
extension  2562.  New  mentors  are  always 
welcome  to  the  program. 

Student-athletes  who  would  like  to  get 
extra  help  from  a mentor  or  other  student 
support  services  are  encouraged  to  speak  to 
their  coaches  or  contact  the  athletic  depart-
